OBITUARY. 


The Late Joseph M. Robinson. 

Joseph M. Robinson, who died last week, was 
a son Of ex-Senator Robinson, oae of Ohio's 
noted lawyers. He was born at Washington 
Court-House, O., in 1825. He moved west to 
Iowa when quite a young man and became one 
of the pioneers of the cattle trade of that State, 
which afterwards grew to such vast propor- 
ons, and for many years was one of the fore- 
most men in developing the resources of that 
State. In 1874 he came to this city and en- 
gaged in the live-stock commission business at 
the Union Stock-Yards. He took a prominent 
part in organizing the Live-Stock Excaange, 
and was ever active in his efforts for tie pro- 
motion of the best interests of that organiza- 
tion, and at the time of his death was one of 
its directors. At a mesting of the exchange 
last Monday resolutions were passed express- 
ing regret at bis death, and extending the sym- 
pathy. of the members to bis bereaved and 
grief-stricken family.

Kansas City Officials Endeavoring to Collect

license tax on street-cars amounting to $1,500. 
About sixty cars were stopped on five lines 
and the drivers arrested. These lines are all 
the property of the Metropolitan Railway Com- 
pany, which recentiy bought out the Corrigan 
Consolidated Company. The back tax in ques- 
tion has not been paid, and is contested oy the 
new company. A test case will be heard next 
Tuesday. The Mayor says the cars cannot 
start until the taxis paid. The street-car com- 
pany officials say delay only increases the city’s 
liabilities in the way of damages. 

The present demand of the city is not for 
the old tax but for licenses from July 1, when 
the new company assumed control. The lat- 
ter’s officials maintain that under a recent or- 
dinance they need not pay until January next. 

The company late this evening swore out a 
temporary injunction and the cars were imme- 
diately started, A hearing will be had next 
Monday.

LICAN SENATORIAL CONVENTION, 


There was the customary split in the Repub- 
‘teenth Senatorial 
District at No. 311 Larrabee yesterday 
afternoon, The trouble arose over the nom- 
ination of the minority candidate for the Leg- 
isiature, and there will be a struggle for reo- 
ognition between the two factions before the 
County Central Committee. Two years ago a 
similar split took place, the Sixteenth Ward 
delegates leaving the convention and putting 
up a man of theirown. This time the insur- 
rection was conducted by the Seventeenth 
Warders, who flocked by themselves and nom- 
inated their choice, who was frozen out in the 
other body. 

The trouble began last Tuesday night, when 
the Central Committee met to call the legis- 
lative primaries, H. B. Brusewitz, the Seven- 
teenth Ward committeeman, favored calling 
the primaries under the Crawford law, and in 
this he represented the wishes of W. A. John- 
son, the candidate for the House in his ward. 
F. E. Schoenewald, the Fourteenth Ward can- 
didate, was opposed to the adoption of the 
Crawford law, and in that he was sup- 
ported by Fred Albrecht and Mat Stager, 
the commutteemen from the Fourteenth 
and Sixteenth Wards. They composed a ma- 
jority of the committee and out-voted Bruse- 
witz. It was thea agreed that the basis of 
representation should be one delegate for 
every 200 votes cast for Blaine and Logan and 
one for each fraction more than 100. The 
committeemen from the Fourteenth apd Six- 
teenth Wards claimed that this would entitle 
each of ther wards to five delegates, and Bruse- 
witz claimed eight for the Seventeenth. 
The call was 80 subse- 


Logan tes, 

would only entitle them to four 

The 975 votes in the Sixteenth Ward gave five 
delegates to the Kepublicans there, while the 
1,675 votes in the Seventeenth were entitled to 
eight delegates. The discovery that the Four- 
teenth Ward was only entitled to four dele- 
gates produced a kick from the supporters of 
Johnson in the Seventeenth Ward, and they 
wentto the convention yesterday with the 
determination to prevent the seating of five 
or to rise up in open insurrection. 

The convention was calied to order by Chair- 
2 Albrecht * Central Committee. C. 

Dan fu nominated for Tempo- 
rary 2 — by the Schoenewaid 
men, and H. B. Brusewitz by the supporters of 
Johnson. When the Fourteenth and Sixteenth 
Ward delegates cast five votes for Dabnke a pro- 
test was entered by the Seventeenth Ward del- 
egation, which roused Delegate O' Day of the 
Fourteenth to a speech defending the action 
of the Central Committee in its apportionment 
of the delegates. An effort was made by Fred 
Johnson to read the official vote to show that 
the Fourteenth Ward was only entitled to four 
delegates, but there were protests against it, 
and Chairman Albrecht ruled it out of order. 
Dabnke was declared elected Temporary Chair- 
man. After some persuason P. us 
of the Seventeenth Ward, who was not a dele- 
gate, was induced to act as Temporary Secre- 
tary. 

A Committee on Credentials was appointed, 
which reported in favor of seating the dele- 
gates as they were chosen. John Weckler, a 
Seventeenth Ward delegate, asked if the om. 
cial call as published, under which the Four- 
teenth Ward was only entitied to four dele- 
gates, was to be observed, and said ir it was 
not to be he wanted to move that the 
teenth Ward delegates leave the ball. This 
brought out Delegate O' Day in another speech 
about the right of a majority to rule. and Mr. 
Sundelius advised against a bolt. O'Day made 
anotner speech, but before he got through the 
eight delegates from the Seventeenth Ward 
and their friends had left the hall.

TRAL. 


The Oakland station on the same road is 
what is vuigarly termed a “dizzy” one—a 
relic of the middie ages. The oldest inhabi- 
tant said it was built about seventeen or 
eighteen years ag>. It aims to be pretentious, 
but is a dismai failure. It is built after the 
same style of other little frame depots, the 
wails betng in a very rotten condition and the 
inside looking extremely rusty. Where the 
present depot stands there used to be a little 
building, 16x18, looking very much like a 
switchmen's shanty, which served a depot. 
This was moved to the rear of the lot and the 
present buildmg, 18x82, put up and annexed 
to the little one. The latter was lately wiped 
from the face of the earth. In a small corner 
of the present building is cramped a large 
Wwoman— che ticket agent. It was only four 
years ago that this ticket office was estabiished, 
passengers formerly being obliged to 
procure their tickets down-town. A large 
shed covered the platform on two 

of depot, ‘and this was 
lately torn down, this being the initial step 
towards the removal of the whole building. 
The walls under this shed were used as an ad- 
vertising medium by persons who bad fur- 
nished rooms to rent, but now all this is past. |, 
Work has already commenced, and it will be but 
a short while before the patrons will be aston- 
ished at the sight of one of the prettiest depots 
in the city. The reporter saw the architect's 
plans of the new building, and it is indeed a 
bandsome one. It will be about 60x90 and 
built of stone and pressed brick. That a re- 
spectabie depot is needed nere can be judged 
by the fact that 1,200 people take the trains 
here daily ali the year round, while in summer 
the number frequently runs as high as 2,000. 


ILLINOIS CENTRAL “RELIC” STATION. 

The present Illinois Central passenger sta- 
tion is situated on a short street known as 
Central avenue, and extends from South Wa- 
ter street to about midway of the block be- 
tween Lake and Randolph streets. The build- 
ing is 580 foot long and 167 feet wide. and cost 
when erected, in 1855, about $650,000. The struct- 
ureis built of stone, one story in hight on each 
ice and three stories high at the north and 
south euds, and previous to the fire of 1871 was 
covered: over by an arched iron roof. 
At the north end were situated the general 
offices of the company, but after the big fire 
the offices were removed to South Water 
street, the three-story wall reduced to one 
story. and the local ticket office and men and 
women’s waiting-rooms placed there. Since 
that time the building bas been witbout a 
roof, and the general appearance of the struct- 
ure at present suggests an immense barn witha- 
out a covering. It is dirty, incomplete, and in- 
convenient. When a passenger enters the depot 
be is struck by its lack of cleanliness, dark- 
ness, and general undesirability. The plat- 
forms leading to all the trains are made of 
roug and uneven pine boards, ana unless the 


in the absence of a roof, be has no protection 
whatever from the elements. The inconveni- 
ence to which the traveling public are exposed 
may be understood when it is explained that the 
depot is used by the Illinois Central, Michigan 
Central, and Indianapolis, St. Louis & Chicago 
Roads jointiy, and bas seven tracks, the first- 
pamed road alone sending out eighty-six sub- 
urban trains daily. It is understood that the 
Illinois Central Company does not contemplate 
building a new depot within the near future.

‘SIXTEENTH STREET STATION. 

The Chicago, Burlington & Quincy depot at 
Sixteenth street is another old building, but 
appears to still be in a tair condition, although 
small. The main features of its appearance 
are its numerous windows and iarge roof. 
Twelve years ago this same depot stood along- 
side of the ‘Sixteenth street tracks, a block 
south and baif a block west of its present lo- 
cation. At that time the Burlington trains 
used the Lilinois Central tracks, running on 
Sixteenth to the lake shore and then going to 
the Lilinois Central depot. Three or tour 
years ago the road began using the Union 
depot and Fort Wayne tracks and the depot at 
Sixteenth street was moved to the corner of 
Meagher street and Stewart avenue, the build- 
ing being the same one that did service on the 
old ground. Itis a one-story frame shanty 
about 70x20. The waiting-room is 40x20, the 
ticket office behind 12x20, and the baggage- 
room at the rearmost end 16x20. Three kerosene 
lamps shed their flickerimg rays on the waiting 
passengers at night. A very large and 
wide platform surrouuds the depot, in front 
of which is placed a long plank seat for the 
accommodation of those who prefer to wait 
outside. The waiting-room, though small and 
narrow, is rarely crowded. The ground on 
two sides of the depot is a complete network of 
tracks. 


JEWELRY IN THE SENATE. 
The Amount Worn by Senators Is Almost 


in Proportion to Their Baldness—Joe 


Blackbarn’s Famous Diamond-Pin. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 5.—[Special Corre- 
spondence. |—Senator Joe Blackburn of Ken- 
tucky is perhaps the most bejeweled man in 
either branch of Congress. Last week he added 
a huge blood-stone ring to the gems that adorn 
his person. He wears it on the third finger of 
his right-band and is constantly toying with it. 
On the little finger of the other band is a small 
gold band with a tiny diamond set. When the 
Senator pulls out his watch one is rather 
dazzled by the amount of jewelry be sees about 
the time-piece. Besides the rings and watch 
there is a heavy gold chain winding from the 
top vest button down to the pocket, and above 
and beyond all flashes adiamond scarf-pin, 
which is considered the finest articie in the 
Senate. It was presented tothe Senator by po- 
litical friends, and is said to have cost several 
hundred dollar,. He is exceedingly proud of 
the pin, whether on account of its brilliancy or 
the associations connected with it deponent 
sayeth not. 

Mr. Blackburn is not the only Senator who 
wears a conspicuous quantity of jewelry. In 
fact, those staid old Solons in the North end of 
the Capitol have more of it on their persons 
than the members of the Lower House. It is 
noticeable, too, that the quantity worn by 
each is almost in exact proportion to each 
man’s baldness. Coke of Texas bas the most 
hairless pate in the Senate. He is also, after 
Blackburn, the most resplendent with gold 
and precious stones. On the little finger of 
bis right band is a large cameo ring, the cameo 
out in the shape of a star—an emblem, it is 
supposed, of the “Lone Star State.“ His 
watch chain, if solid gold, must have cost a 
month's salary. Senator is a big man—in 
Tact, the biggest in the Senate—and that chain, 
with its large, heavy links, traverses 
the whole length of his vest and leaves 
a portion on his trousers below the watcb- 
pocket. A shirt-stud with some kind of a 
bright stone which can be seen occasionally 
beneath his shaggy beard, and a pair of enam- 
eled gold sleeve-buttons, complete the list of bis 
personal adornments. Harris of Tennessee. 
whosé bead is rescued from absolute baidness 
by only a few straggling gray bairs, wears two 
rings on the third finger of his left hand. The 
inner ring is plain gold and almost as thin as 
wire, while the other is large and has a square 
biack set. To his gold chain is attached a gold 
and pearl locket. Above it are a Masonic pin 
and a set of enameled studs. Senator Ed- 
munds bas perhaps the vrettiest ring in the 
Senate. It looks like a small child's ring, 
bas a lovely red cameo set, and is 
worn on the little finger. Whenever the 
Senator is particularly interested in

IN NEED OF ONE MILLION.

MONEY TO BE SPENT BY THE METH- 
ODISTS FOR MISSIONS. 


Chaplain McCabe, the Greatest Beggar in 
the Country, Engaged in Raising the 
Sum—His Plan for Securing Contriba. 
tions from Members of His Own Church, 
and Also from the Wealthy Men of the 
Laity—An Eloquent Appeal from India. 

New York, Aug. 7.—|Special.|—“ A million 
for missions! This is the latest rallying-cry 
of the Methodists, and it suggests a tremen- 
dous undertaking. The denomination has de- 
termined to make the annual appropriation 
for missionary work $1,000,000, and with char- 
acteristic energy bas set about raising this vast 
sum. Foremostin the work is Chaplain Mo- 
Cabe, famous as the greatest beggar on the 
continent. It is according to bis plan and un- 
der his direction that the money is raised, and, 
with the cdoperation of the Missionary Board, 
will de expended. 

The Methodist missions are divided into two 
fields, domestic and foreign. In the former 
there are employed 2,508 missionaries and 2,397 
assistant missionaries. The appropriation for 
thie branevb for the current year was $361,300. 
In the foreign field, which is limited only by 


the boundless oceans, there are 116 mission-- 


aries and seventy-two assistants. But they do 
not include all the workers. There are 592 native 
preachers and teachers for 1,427 Sabbath 
schools. The appropriation for their work was 
$440,536. With $1,000,000 to spend, it is pro- 
posed to make an equal division between the 


two fields of $500,000 each. 

When the leaders of the denomination mede 
up their minds to devote a million dollars for 
missions they summoned Chaplain McCabe and 
asked him for the money. He hadn't it with 
him, but he thought be could get it before the 
Ist of January. That was in June last. It will 
be seen from the foregoing that the total ap- 
propriation for the current year was $821,836. 
This was made on the strenath of contribu- 
tions from the churches during the fiscal year 
just closed of $100,000 in @xcess of any pre- 
vious year. The missions were never 
more hberally supported than now, and the 
proposition to make the amounta million was 
simply a demand upon the parishes to add to 
their recent increase more than another $100,- 
000. Such a task might stagger any one buta 
McCabe. To him it came as a cool breeze in 
summer; itinspired bim to the greatest exer- 
tion of his life. His first thought was of the 
more than 12,000 parishes in the denomination. 
A plan must be devised by which eacn district 
should be induced to contribute to the extent 
ot its resources. After that special efforts 
oc ald be made by himself and other successful 
mendicants. 

The plan adopted is a masterpiece of inven- 
tion and system. The Methodists have been 
getting subscriptions for missions since 1812, 
so that the chaplain bad the experience of his- 
tory as well as some knowledge of his own to 
draw trom for suggestions. Old and ‘new ma- 
terials were combined in the plan, but ite form, 
the new features, and tne application must de 
placed to bis credit. His first step was to con- 
sult the contribution lists for 1884, the year of 
the great increase already mentioned. 
chaplain is quick at figures, and he readily cai- 
culated that the denominaudon must increase 
its greatest contribution by 54% per 
cent to bring the amount up to 
the desired total. He saw that such 
a demand would be very disheartening in some 
quarters, and so be cast about for some way to 
relieve the pressure. He looked up the records 
of bequests to the cause for a period extend- 
img over several years, and made up his mind 
that if worst came to worst he could rely upon 
the general average of income from this 
source. Allowing for bequests, then, the 
parishes would have to add to their greatest 
efforts only 33% per cent. This was bard 
enough, and the more the chaplain thought 
about it the more ne whs inclined to conciude 
with the thief in the fable thai a man migut as 
well be hung for asheep as a lamb; which 
translated means that if a parish could raise 
the lesser amount additional, it could with 
proper coaxing raise the greater, and 
the parish shall do, quoth Chaplain M 
He would bave no depending upon legacies. 
So be prepared a grand map of dis scheme, 
about three feet by two, printed on both sides. 
On one side is a geographical representation of 
the two hemispheres, th the mission fields 
actively cultivated designated in colors. There 
are also appropriate quotations from the 
Scriptures as well as epigrammatic utterances 
by John Wesley, David Livingstone the ex- 
plorer, Ralph Waldo Emerson, and famous d 
vines. On the other side is a list of the church 
conferences, with the number of members and 
the name of the Presiding Eider placed against 
each. Also against each is the amount 
of its share in the “Million for 
Missions as figured by the industrious 
chaplain. In some where 
individual parishes have suffered ill fortune, 
or for other good reason are really unable to 
do so much, a special appordonment has been 
made, perhaps upon the basis of 3344 per cént 
additional, or even lesa; but in most cases the 
amount asked for is 5454 per cent above the 
contribution of 1884. This big document is for 
general distribution throughout all the par- 
ishes of the church in this country, and con- 
tains in addition to what has been described 
an earnest appeal to the reader to aid in the 
undertaking. N 

No time was lost in sending this chart to the 
pastors everywhere, and the work could then 
be called begun. The chaplain knew from 
long experience that money is not always to be 
had for the asking, and other machinery of 
mendicancy was set in motion. A ciroular 
letter was addressed to the pastors of the de- 
nomination calling their attention to the ap- 
portionment for their respective parishes, and 
setting forth in earnest language the im- 
portance of the work to be accomplished and 
the crying need of more money for mis- 
sions. Then the letter continues: 
fail in the congregation, plewe go from house 
to house, finding the last man, the last woman, 
and the last child, and securing a contribution 
from each. ... A Million for Missions’ bas 
become the watchword of the church.” To 
supplement the effect of this letter the as- 
sistant secretaries at the New York office ar- 
ranged to keep in active correspondence with 
the pastors and elders, encouraging here, in- 
citing to new exertions there, and prodding 
the laggards if need be with the sharp stick of 
official eatreaty. 

The denominational papers were of course 
called on to help in bringing the plan to the 
attention of all the Methodists in the land; but 
Chaplain McCabe was not satisfied with their 
limited efforts and schemed to utilize the secu- 
lar press. In every conference district he ap- 
pointed one person to take care of the local 
papers. To him or her, as the case might be, 
are sent all the news items about the progress 
of the contributions, and by the correspond- 
ent these are furnished to the press to be used 
according to the discretion of the editors. This 
is by no means the least important of the 
chapiain’s ideas, and it bas been found thus 
early to be of great service. No Methodist 
will be able to plead in extenuation for his 
failure to subscribe to the fund that he had 
never heard that any money was wanted, . 

The crowning feature of the chapiain’s plan 
perbaps is a letter to the laity. Having made 
All kinds of arrangements after the good old 
Methodist manner for raising money—the iss u- 
ing of nickel and even penny subscription- 
cards to be presented by children; the incorpor- 
ation into the Sunday-scboo!l catechism of ques- 
tions and answers reiating to missionary work; 
the taking of coutributions in every church 
and chapel in the country; the stimulating to 
giving through appeals to the clergy and the 
manipulation of the press—now, ‘said the 
chaplain, let us see what we can do with the 
laity. Not the ordinary, responsive, impres- 
Ssionabie laity, but the businessmen and 
capitalists, who need stirring up to a 
better view of their duty in the direction of 
missions. It would be most interésting to dis- 
close bow the cbapiain, persistent, unremit- 
ting, picked out the men who need stirring up, 
but that is forbidden. That is a Missionary 
League secret, and it isa goodone. But be 
picked out upwards of 15,000 iaymen of means 
and sent toeach one a copy of the chart, a 
blank subscription card, and a letter. This 
letter is shrewdly couched in far different ian- 
guage from that to theciergy. It abounds not 
so much in impassioned exhortation as in 
practical

Ubaplain McCabe is in demand everywhere. 
He is now in the West making three ad

some cases has even doubled the amount. It 
looks now as if the money would be more than 
raised.

N hnrenge 

“More to the man’s personality than any- 
thing else,“ he said: be is se cli in the 
highest sense. His general plans are original 
and bold, but his speeches are perbaps no more 
able or persuasive in themselves than those of 
many a lesser man; but bis manner is wonder- 
fully effective and never fails to tell in the de- 
sired direction. We haven't the slightest 
doubt here that he will raise the million,”

the “ Home Guards” Are da, 

The Prohibitionists of Ohio have fallen upon 
& political scheme which was old in the days of 
tne Know-Nothings, and bas been worked by 
crank politicians in this country ever since 
there was a class of men who knew more than 
the leaders of both parties—namely, 
the secret society dodge. They are 
now attempting to organize throughout 
the State branches of an organization which is 
dalled the Home Guards,” and the basis of 
its operations is set forth in a pecular 
pamphiet, which starts out with a pledge bind- 
ing the signer to work and vote at all times for 
nothing but prohibition, pure and simpie. To 
this pledge a set of conditions are attached, 
and they set forth the pian and rules of the 
organization and its work. : 

The first great fear that dawned on the 
minds of the propounders of this wise scheme 
was that one or the other of the old parties 
might have some influence in the Home 
Guards, and the first section of the first 
“condition”’ provides that the pledge shall 
be signed in pairs of Republicans and 
Democrats, and that each one shall, before 
signing, assure himself that the man immedi- 
ately above him bas confessed to leaning to- 
ward the opposit political faith. It is naively 
Stated in fvot notes that the signer’s own 
party interests will agree with his natural love 
of truth in preventing misrepresentation, but 
the emergency of a signer having no 
natural love of truth is not provided 
for in any wuy. These notes also er- 
plain that one ‘member of a pair is not 
relieved from his pledge on account of the 
death or disability of the other, for the reason 
that in the great State of Onio God will un- 
doubtedly treat the wicked adherents of both 
parties about alike. 

The members who are added to this society 
by signing the pledge can orgauize a **com- 
pany ’’ for each precinct, and these companies 
are incorporated into regiments, brigades, and 
legions in accordance with the  terri- 
torial divisions of the State for po- 
litical purposes. A note dere warns the 
members of this secret political engine that the 
list of members must not under any circum- 
stances be shown to an enemy of their cause, 
and when a member is enlisted who is found 
not to be a legal voter in the precinct where 
bis company belongs, heis visited with the 
horrible punishment of having his name 
marked on the list with the word 
“fraud,” and that, too, in red ink. And if 
one shall violate bis pledge he shall 
be deemed guilty of desertion, and the man 
who went into the nonsense from the other 
party to balance him sbal!i be “honorably dis- 
charged. But if another simpleton is secured 
he can reéniist. 

The principal work of the officers of the dif- 
ferent branches, as iaid down in the condi- 
fons, appears to de to call meetings 
to order and report the number of 
members to the officers nextabove him. The 
executive committees, however, are charged 
wits the duty vf attending to the aim and 
direction of this secret engine of political ruin 
to timorous candidates for political prefer- 
ment. For, as soon as possible in 1887, when 
candidates for seats in the Ohio Legisiature be- 
gin tospring up, and before they have received 
a leense to bloom from any political 
party, this committee 16 to £pubiicly 
anneunce the Home Guards 
wil) not support any man who will 
not publicly sign a pledge that he will work 
and vote in the Legisiature for the submission 
to the people of a prohibition amendment to 
the Constitution. Then, should the amend- 
ment be adopted, the committee is to wave the 
same political ciub over the heads of the candi- 
dates in 1889 in order to secure the necessaty 
legislation to carry the amendment into effect. 
Next, provision is made to keep this 
committee in a constant state of publicly pro- 
claiming something, for they must keep on 
threatening and bulldozing candidates for fear 
their past record might be overturned. Unfort- 
unately there is no kindly foot-note to explain 
what wili be done in case all candidates prom- 
ise and none of them perform. In case po 
candidate can be found who will thus bend his 
future judgment and give pledge for ks 
action the guards will nominate a man who will. 
So far as the ordinary member is concerned he 
appears to bave very littie choice left as to his 
candidates, for he cannot vote for anyone 
against whom the committee bas deciared a 
boycott, and he is simply brought into the or- 
ganization to vote as they tell him and solicit 
others to do likewise. He does not tell any 
one that he belongs, does not prociaim any- 
thing, and is not apparently supposed to know 
anything beyond the limits of his pledge.

SERGT. LONG'S LAST SHOT. 


A BEAR KILLED WHICH SAVED THE 
GREELY PARTY FROM STARVING. 


The Weakened Men Excited by the News 
that Bruin Was in Their Neighborhood 
A Long Chase Over the Ice Results 
in the Killing of the Brute Just as He 
Was About to Escape—Four Hundred 
Pounds of Food Secured, 


New York, Aug. 7.—[Special. |—Sergt. Francis 
Long of u. a survivor of the Greely Arc- 
tio expedition, tells the following bear story, 
which bas hitherto been scarcely more than 
mentioned in the accounts of Starvation Camp. 
He says: “Bacon, sbrimps, and seal-skin 
stew, all in small quantities, had been our fare 
for over two weeks and there was not a full 
round of rations left. More than balf the men 
in camp were incapabie of work, but that was 
ittle matter for there was no more 
to do than three could handle. The 
steady cold made us all drowsy and 
there was the. worst danger in sleep. If aman 
was allowed to have his sleep out he would 
certainly never wake, so we bad to make «a 
rule that no one should sleep more than two 
hours atatime. It beganto look, with only 
one day between us and starvation, as if it 
might be better for us all to go to sleep to- 
gether and die anconscious of the terrible cold 
and the pangs of hunger. We had plenty of 
bunting, fishmg, and cooking utensils, ammu- 
nition, and all that, but wnat good were they? 
There was no game, no fish. During all our 
camp we caught only two fish. I was the 
hunter of the party, and bad tramped the 
region over and over and rarely had the luck 
to get a shot at anything. 

“The day before we came to our last round 
of rations I had discovered the tracks of a 
bear. I had followed them about until I was 
exhausted trying to meet the beast, but had 
utterly failed. This day a light snow fell ia 
the morning, just enough to obscure the trail, 
but still l hunted. I gave it up late in the 
afternoon and returned to the camp. Braluerd 
had gone to the sbrimping-cround, and was 
still absent when I laid by my gun. Suddenly 
he appeared, running down Cemetery Ridge as 
fast as his poor weak legs would bring him. 
We all started up and waited bia coming in the 
most painful excitement. When he reached 
the camp he fell to. the ground all out of 
breath. The men crawied to his assistance, 
and two of them raised his head in their arms. 
He gasped and looked at us wildly. 

**Brainerd,” exclaimed the Lieutenant, 
* what is it?’ 

** * Bear! bear!’ was all he could answer, in 
a choking whisper. a 

*** Where, man, where?’ I cried, reaching for 
my gun, all trembling and quivering with bope 
and fear. 

There,’ be said faintiy, pointing towards 
— ridge; *he tollowed after me; he’s com- 


How oan I tell the terrible excitement that 
prevailed? The men were in a perfect frenzy. 
Cruel suffering had made them worse than un- 
reasonable. Some of them could think of 
nothing but cursing poor Brainerd for not 
killing the bear, and were with difficulty re- 
strained from falling upon him to wreak 
vengeance. He did not take his gun with 
bim. Nobody ever did who went shrimping, 
and they cursed and raved at that and burst 
into tears at the loss of their last chance for 
lite. Others—and they were the weakest men 
in the party—were for starting out at once for 
an all-night hunt over the snow-fields and ice- 
bergs. Nothing could be more fvolbardy. 
They couldn’t have gone beyond the top ot the 
ridge without breaking down, to say nothing 
of carrying a gun and firing accurately. The 
Lieutenant used bis authority and I my in- 
fluence to quiet the men, and at last the pian 
of the bunt was arranged. It was really only 
a few minutes, but it seemed an hour. Jan, 
the Esquimau, and I starred up the ridge to 
meet the bear if he should continue towards 


us. 

Hardly had we got a rod from camp when 
a long white nose appeared ov u ice-covered 
rock at the top of the hills. The men set up a 
shout and I think it unnerved me, but it was a 
long range shot, nearly 300 yards, and the 
target was small. I raised my gun. and, tak- 
ing quick aim, fired. The ball missed, but it 
did not go wide of its mark. The bear was 
startled. He paused just too shorta time to 
give the Esquimau a chance at him and turned 
tail and ran. I heard the howls and groans of 
disappointment and rage behind me. I be 
eve that some of those poor half-starved, 
half-frozen men would have shot at me in 
their anger if they had bad their guns at hand. 

Jau.“ I said bastily, take the course to 
the left and go round the ridge and keep well 
to the west 80 as to get between the bear and 
the water. Iwill go in the same way on the 
east. 

The faithful Esquimau understood the plan 
at once, and set out without a word. 1 
crawled to the top of the ridge as fast as 1 
could; and saw the bear a iong way out of 
range still on the run. He turned round for a 
second and looked back, and then, asif satis- 
fied that ne was pursued, continued his flight. 
I didn’t go straight after him, but keeping out 
of his sight as much as possible, crawled, and 
ran, and slid up and down the icy slopes, mak- 
I was feverish 
with fear. It seemed as if every possibile ob- 
struction got in my way, and many atime I 
fell to the ground. It was a terrible chase. 
May I never bave another like it! 

“It seems incredible now, but I actuaily 
went ten miles out of my way to get in front 
of that bear. I knew that be would stop run- 
ning when he got over his scare and saw no- 
body in pursuit, and I had to take this round- 
about course to keep out of sight. Mighty lit- 
tle of that distance was on the run. 
Most of it was crawied. But 1 had no idea of 
giving up. 1 plugged on, and at last, two 
hours and a half after leavyme camp, I gained 
the position I wanted. I ciimbed a low bill, 
and there was Bruin 1,000 yards away, sitting 
dewu after bis hard run, within thirty yards of 
open water. I had not succeeded fully in my 
pian. He coula still escape, but his back 
was towards me and I did not despair. Ar 
most at the same moment that I saw the bear 
I discovered Jan, the Esquimau, at some dis- 
tance, and we both made for the beast. With 
the utmost care not to alarm bim we crawied 
over the ground approching nearer and ne&rer 
to our prey. We bad got perbaps half the 
distance when Jan raised bis gun and fired. 
I think it was bad judgment, for we might 
have got much closer. But there was no time 


stopped running, threw my cap down, pulled 
off my mittens, and ucted as deliberately as if 
I were out practicing at a target. My excite 
ment seemed to leave me, or, rather, to make 
me steady. {took a long, careful aim and 
fired. The bear turned slightly, but it was evi- 
dent that I had missed. I fired again quickly. 
Another miss! 

„My beart sunk low. Jan bad not been able 
to get another shot and was not now where he 
could fire with any hope of hitting. The bear 
began to make for the water. Ready to die 
with despair if 1 should fail again, 1 took an-

In any 
event, his acknowledgment that he does not 
pay any taxes, either real or personal, places 
him in a peculiar position. If he ts a poor 
man, then it shows that like other poor men 


ne escapes taxation, which exposes the hum- 


bug of his pretension. If he is a rich man, 


he belongs to the class which he is belabor- 


ing, and is guilty of the same practices with 
which he charges them. if he were a thor- 
oughly conscientious man, he would notify 
the Assessor that he must be assessed and 


would indignantly claim the privilege of con- 


tributing his mite to help the county out of 
the muddle into which, by jobbery and 


After making his extraordinary confession, 
Mr. Van Pelt repeats the charges which he 
made in the open board asa prelude to this 
resolution for a reassessment—namely: that 
the poor pay all the taxes and the rich 
escape. This is sheer nonsense and hum- 
bug. He knows that the cottages of the 
poor escape taxation altogether; that where 
personal property comes under a $200 valua- 
tion no return is made; and that it is only 
the men who have real, tangible property 
who are caught by the taxgatherers. He 
knows also that all this talk about hunting 
up watches, jewelry, safes, pianos, oxen, 
asses, horses, and carriages is nonsense. 
Under our vicious assessment system per- 
sonal property to a great extent escapes and 
always will escape, nor is the failure peculiar 
to Cook County, for the Auditor's books will 
show that it escapes all over the State, owing 
to the loose character of the system of taxa- 
The farmers who support the present 


stock and their crops are in sight, and they 
are not largely provided with that class of 
property, such as watches, jewelry, stocks, 
and mortgages, which is out ot sight. 

The whole trouble grows out of the manner 
of assessment. While the present rate of 
taxation would yield ample revenue to run 
the county, if its affairs were managed eco- 
nomically and on sound business principles, 
it still remains true that whatever defect the 
system has is not due to any irregularity 
or unfair discrimination, but to the fact 
that the assessment is too low all round. 
The overshadowing trouble, however, is 
due to the absurd character of the whole 
system, which assumes that taxes can be 
collected, except through a system of licenses, 
from parties who don’t own real estate or on 
property which is too unreal or intangible to 
be found on assessment day or to be levied ow 
when found. Still, if Van Pelt really has 
household furniture, diamonds, horses, safes, 
tools, or any kind of personal property, he 
should demand their listing for taxation and 
make the returns himself if the Assessor 
neglects his duty. This would be a practical 
-exemplification of his moral courage as a 
reformer. Perhaps there are other Com- 
1 missioners in the same boat. 


The attorneys for the Anarchists are at-

IDLE CAPITAL. 8 

A recent article in the North American 
Review, entitied The People’s Share in 
Wealth,” advances a singular theory. It 
suggests that a tax of 2 per cent per annum 
on all the wealth in the conntry, if used In 
giving employment on public works, would 
bring about a fair equalization of capital in 
the community, The writer says that such 
a tax in this country woul suffice to furnish 


81 per day for 250 days in the year to each 


of the 2,000,000 men now supposed to be out 
of work, besides meeting the ordinary ex- 
penses of National, State, and municipal 
government. Ile also thinks that the indi- 
rect result of such a tax would be to force 
out the hundreds of millions of dollars now 
lying idle in che vaults of Eastern cities, 
‘loafing at small rates of interest, in order 
to earn higher rates in the hands of enter- 
prise and labor. 

It needs very small acquaintance with pollt- 
ical economy to know that capital is seldom 
idle. It is earumg more money whenever it 
can, and as much asitcan. Even the miser 
of today does not lock it up in stocking or 
coffer as his predecessor used to do, but puts 
it out at interest. And money earns interest 
only when it is being used—labor of some 
kind being an absolute necessity to its em- 
ployment. The money that lies in the vaults 
referred to is falsely alleged to be “ loaf- 
ing” there. That cash, or credit there- 
on, is loaned out to merchants and 
manufacturers and speculators, many of 
the latter class being as much em- 
ployers of labor as are the two others. It 
is borrowed by people who hope to be able to 
make it earn more than they agree to pay for 
its use, and the interest they pay varies pre- 
cisely with their competition in bidding for 
the accommodation, which in turn is meas- 
ured by the prospect of more or less active 
demand for the material that it enables them 
to handle. They obtained the use of money 
last winter at the rate of 2 per cent because 
there was comparatively little chance for 
profit in borrowing it. They are now willing 
to pay 4 per cent at the East and 6 in 
this city simply for the reason that 
those opportunities have much in- 
creased during the last few months, The 
money that is assumed to be “loafing” is 
keeping in motion the cotton jennies and 
looms of New England and the rolling-milis 
of Pittsburg and Chicago. It is loaned on 
the produce that is sent out from the farm 
and on the merchandise which the farmer 


buys in exchange for his grain and hogs. It 


has to be borrowed on the barrel of flour, 
the joint of beef, the coat, and the fuel 
which are bought with the money received 
for the writing of such foolish articles as the 
one in the Review and in building the 
house which shelters its author. In short, it 
supplies the motive power by which are pro- 
duced and transported to the place where 
needed all the comforts of civilization. And 
just in so far as this capital is employed 
arbitrarily by any form of government it 18 
taken out of the reach of the men who would 
use it to the best advantage because they 
have a direct personal interest in making it 
pay. Furthermore, the incentive to bid for the 
privilege of using it would be diminished in 
much the same ratio on account of the lesser 
demand for the products of private enterprise. 

But if mere argument be insufficient to 
convince, we have the unanswerable logic of 
facts as furnished in many a bitter ex pe- 


rience. Louis Napoleon tried it in beautify- | 


ing Paris; and the accumulating responsi- 
bilities incurred thereby led to the struggle 
which forced him from his throne. A 
recent Khedive of Egypt made the experi- 
ment to his cost. The loads of debt incurred 
by Improvements in the cities of New 
York and Washington may be cited in the 
same connection. if it be. urged that the 
mischief referred to in these cases followed 
the act because the money was borrowed in- 
stead of being at once collected in the shape of 
taxes, it may be replied that the latter would 
involve individual borrowing by the taxpayers 
or render them unable to employ labor 
on their own account.» But even in this par- 


. ticular we have a cogent fact that is equal in 


force toa knockdown argument: The money 
paid by France to Germany as a war in- 
demnity was largely expended by the latter 
in public works, and the result was perhaps 
the severest panic known in Teutonic his- 
tory. The outlay of so much money caused 
an activity of the industries and a general 
inflation of values,“ both of which were 
artificial and therefore had to subside when 
the stimulus was exhausted. The reaction 


was felt for years; and it would perhaps bee 


true to say it has not been . wholly recovered 
from yet. It is scarcely possible to conceive 
of a method of carrying out the idea of 
helping labor that would promise less of 
danger than this, and unnecessary to cite one 
that entailed a more complete collapse. 

We may add that while taxation of prop- 
erty is an absolute necessity to its preserva- 
tion—since there can be no property without 
government, and no government without ex- 
pense—yet such taxation represses business 
prosperity, and especially so when it ex- 
ceeds the actual requirements of the case. 
The tax on the real estate of this city is 
about 1 per cent of its eash seiling value; 
and we presume no one will deny that he 
would have to pay considerably less than at 
present for his house rent if due protection 
to hfe and property could be obtained with- 
out such impost. There is no such thing as 
railing the seal from off the bond which ex- 
acts payment of all costs and expenses 
from the consumer. And, inasmuch as 
by far the greatest part of the con- 
sumption falls to the lot of the lower 

it inevitably follows that any in- 
crease in taxation, such as is proposed by 
the writer of the article referred to, must be 


} borne by the very persons for whose welfare 


he seems to be solicitous, In other words, 
such a change as he proposes would do far 
more harm than good to the classes he is 
anxious to benefit, and would be detrimental 
te the best interests of society as a whole. 


way that their tarnen power is exhausted, 
cease to be capital. It sunk in wasteful 
enterprises their capacity for employing 
labor is gone, and to that extent they are 
withdrawn from the field of active employ- 
ment. Money expended on useless or ex- 


tra vagant public works is worse than wasted, 


so far as it tends to encourage extravagance 
in other directions or overstimulates the 


labor market. It seduces men from perma- 


nent occupations for the sake of a temporary 
gain only to let them drop back again into 
greater destitution than before. 


THE THEATRICAL PASS SYSTEM, 
The Theatrical Managers’ Association of 


this city have addressed themselves once 
more to an uttempted reform of the abuses 
which have grown up under the pass system. 
The system which they have now adopted, 
while it abolishes passes in the form they 
have hitherto been issued, in reality goes 
a.very little way towards the suppression of 
the abuses of which they complain. Here- 
tofore the managers have allotted a certain 


number of admissions, which were issued 


upon the orders of the city editor of each 
paper. The number for some time past has 
been limited to four, though in the case of 
Tue Tarinuye it was voluntarily reduced to 
two by the managers of the paper. Asa 
substitute for this system the theatre mana- 
gers now propose to recognize no more or- 
ders, and in their- place to allow members of 
the press to make individual application for 
admission, Which will be granted upon the 
option of the manager. This, however, is 
onlty,a makeshift which will have bad re- 
sults. No journalist who has any self- 
respect will consent to apply in this manner, 
and the end will be that only those who are 
chronic deadbeats and can show no valid rea- 
son at all why they should have the privilege 
of the theatre wiil secure admissions. 

It the managers wish to reform the abuses 
of the pass system let them go to the root of 
the business and abolish passes altogether. 
No one connected with a newspaper, unless 
it be the dramatic or musical critic, should 
have a pass on account of the paper, and no 


paper which has any self-respect will demand 


these so-called courtesies. The manager, 
of course, may admit whom he pleases on 
purely personal account or the score of 
friendship. That is a matter between him- 
self and the person admitted, and does not 
create any obligation so far as the paper is 
concerned—certainly it creates no obliga- 
tion that Tux Trievune will recognize. 
The relations between the theatre and 
the newspaper should be purely of a 
business character, each paying for 
what it gots. There is really no 
more reason why a newspaper-man should 
go into the theatre without paying, on ac- 
count of the paper, than why a grocer should 
go in on account of his store; and equally 
there is no more reason why the manager 
should not pay the paper for what it has to 
offer him in the way of advertising space and- 
fer everything outside of actual dramatic 
criticism than why he should not pay his 
grocer for flour and sugar. ‘There will never 
be an abolition of the abuses of the pass sys- 


tem until the system itself is suppressed and 


the theatre and the newspaper get down to 
actual business relation and the sooner it is 
done the better for all concerned. When the 
time comes that the theatre asks no favors of 
the press and the press asks none of the 
thea@e their relations will be more. satis- 
factory, the courtesy ” humbug will cease, 
criticism will be grounded on higher stand- 
ards, and ail concerned will be happier and 
better off. 

So far as Tun TRIBUNE is concerned there 
is no reason why the pass system should not 
have been abolished long ago; it never made 
one hair black or white in the columns of 
this paper, and never could do so. The ab- 
sence of it will not deprive theatrical man- 
agers of any favors they have enjoyed in the 
past, nor In any way affect the relations of 
the paper towards the theatres. We have 
learned to regard Tux TRIBUNE as a more 
important institution than any theatre in 


Chicago, and the conduct of its columns, 


consequently, has not been and cannot be 


| affected by considerations arising from what 


may be done or omitted at the box-office of 
any place of amusement. We agree with the 
Theatrical Managers’ Association that the 
old system was provincial and ought. to have 
been Gone’ aw away with before now.

WHY ONE 00 CONVENTION SHOULD BE HELD. 

One of the strongest points made in favor 
of nominating candidates for county officers 
at the time delegates are chosen to attend 
the Republican State Convention at Spring- 
field is that without some local issue to bring 
out voters the primaries will be slimly at- 
tended. It would be foolish to incur the 


trouble and expenses of calling primaries } 


and holding a county convention for the 
single purpose of sending delegates to Spring- 
field. Little interest has been or will be 
taken in the State nominations this year. It 
is conceded that hoth the candidates on the 
State ticket will be chosen from country 
localities, and for that reason the Cook Coun- 
ty politicians have paid scarcely any atten- 
tion to the matter. Probably that is not the 
way for them to look at it, and probably 
they should interest themselves in securing 
the strongest candidates for these important 
offices; but what should be and what is are 
different questions. The fact remains that 
without some local issue few votes will be 
polled at the primaries for the State Conven- 
tion, and no fair expression of the will of 
the Republicans of Cook County can be ob- 
tained. : 

There are many reasons why only first-class 
men should be sent as delegates to the Spring- 
field Convention this year. That convention 
will deal not only with the nomination of can- 
didates for State Treasurer and Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction, but with other im- 
portant matters. ‘The question of disposing 
of convict labor, which now confronts both 
political parties, will surely be presented to 
the Republicans at their Springfield Conven- 
tion. An amendment to the Constitution abol- 
ishing the convict contract labor system will 


be submitted to a vote of the people this fall. . 


An effort will be made to secure the passage 
of a resolution at the Republican Convention 
favoring the ratification of the proposed 
amendment. Without regard to the merits 
of either side of the question, or the political 
expediency of pronouncing for or against the 
amendment, we believe that only the wisest 
and best counselors of the party should be 
sent to Springfield to deal with it. These 
can hardly be impressed into the service un- 
less there is some local question to arouse 
interest in the primaries and the County Con- 
vention. And so, from every point of view, 
it seems wisest and best to elect delegates 
and nominate county offieers at the same 
time.

Tue voters of Hyde Park ought to be con- 
vinced by this time that the retirement of 
Commissioner Lynn from the County Board 
is advisable and even urgent. The constitu- 
ency of Hyde Park should demand a dif- 
ferent representation than that which it has 
received during Lynn’s term in the County 
Board. There is no reason why Hyde Park 
should elect a man unworthy to represent it 
and wholly unfit tomake its intelligence, pub- 
lic spirit, and character felt in the administra- 
tion of county affairs. No political or parti- 
san line is drawn in the jobbery of the County 
Commissioners, and a reform can hardly be 
hoped for until such considerations have less 
to do with the selection of these officials. 
About the only political function exercised by 
the Commissioners is the selection of elec- 
tion judges in a few country towns, and as. 
Hyde Park will doubtless adopt the new 
Election law even this authority will be taken 
away and the Republicans of that district will 
have no other interest in the office of County 
Commissioner than to fill it with an honest, 
capable business-man. Mr. John E. Cowles, 
the candidate most prominently mentioned in 
opposition to Lynn, is in every respect fitted 
to represent Hyde Park with credit; but that 
district should retire Lynn even it itis neces- 
sary to fill his place with an honest, upright, 
conscientious Democrat. Mr. Cowles would 
make an admirable Commissioner, but if for 
any reason his services cannot be secured let 
the Republicans support a reputable Demo- 
crat rather than vote for Lynn.

Mountain Lions in Montana. 

Mountain lions are so numerous and de- 
structive to stock in Montana that the Terri- 
tory Government pays a bounty for their 
scalps. There were 144 mountain lions killed 
and paid forin Montana in 1884; 161 in 1885; 
for which $1,288 came out of the Territorial 
treasury; and this year the figures promise to 
run up to 200 or thereabouts. Mountain lions 
in this section attain a prodigious size. Speci- 
mens are often killed measuring nine feet 
from tip te tip and weighing not far from 250 
to 300 pounds. Many more measuring ten to 
eleven feet are often bagged, and occasionally 
a monster reaching twelve feet clear, and per- 
baps longer, is brought dows by some lucky 
and darmg bunter.

INATION FOR COUNTY TREASURER, 


Canute Matson and Jack Stephens, Their 


Wante an Early and the Other a Late 
Convention—That on to Be Settled 
This| Week—The Other Offices. 

This Will be a great week for volitics in Chi- 
cago. The Cook County Republican Central 
Committee will meet about Wednesday to ar- 
range for calling primaries to send delegates 
to the State Convention at Springfield Sept. 1. 
At that meeting the question will be raised 
whether the primaries for nominating the 
county ticket should not be held at the same 
time, and will be vigorously fought over. On 
one hand it will be cla:med that a two-months’ 
campaign will be entirely too long, and on the 
other that candidates whose records cannot 
stand the test of two months’ investigation 
should not be nominated. The weak ocandi- 
dates—those who think their chances will de 
increased by delay—favor the hoiding of the 
nominating convention about the first week in 
October, while those who feel that they have 
already won the battle, and that they are 
pretty certain of tee nomination,’ want 
to name candidates fer couaty officers the 
same day delegates ane appointed to goto 
*Springfield—about Aug. 28. Both sides in this 
preliminary struggle claim to control a major- 
ity of the County Central Committee. Sup- 
porters of Col. Davis and Mr. Matson assert 
with considerable positiveness that ten mem- 
bers from the city and three from the country 
towns will vote foran early convention, while 
advocates of the nomination of Mr. Raymond 
and Mr. Stephens insist that a majority will 
favor making the nominations early in Octo- 
ber. Mr. Raymond, who left the city yester- 
day, suid he had the written pledge of halt 
the members. . 

In the meantime all the candidates are vi- 
orously at work. Big candidates and little 
ones are engaging in the st le with equal 
earnestness. So far the urersbip and 
Sheriff's office have e the greater 


amount of attention, but within a few days 
great interest has been manifested in the nom- 
inations for County Commissioners. A 
good many people are epming cw the 
conclusion that unless strong and 
reputable candidates are named for these im- 
portant offices the general ticket will suffer 
greatly at the polls. No well defined move- 
ment looking to the bringing Out of specially 
strong men has been made, but there bas been 
a good deal of quiet discussion lately that is 
certain to result in first-class nominations. 
The necessity for good selections for these of- 
fices is causing candidates for other places to 
make a quiet canvass in search of men who 
will add strength to the general ticket and give 


assurance to the public that the present metb- 


ods in the County Board will be abandoned. 
Within a week the issues involved in the 
nominations for Treasurer and Sbersf have 
been very clearly defined; the points where 
the most determined fights for delegations will 
be made have been pretty well settled, and the 
lines between the contending interests are 
guite fully disclosed. The possibly too 
confident opinion that Col. Davis will be 
pamed for Treasurer and C. K. Matson for 
Sneriff has not been shaken. The boom and 
drift, so far as mere surface indications go. 


have been with them from the beginning, but 


it must be admitted that the opposing cand:- 
dates have rallied their forces within the last 
few days, and now present a stronger front 
than ever. This is probably the chief reason 
they have come to the conclusion that a lame 
convention would be favorable to them. He- 
actious in politics are by no means unfrequent, 
and the opposition to the candidates now in 
the lead hope to profit by such an occur 
rence if the fight can be prolonged sufficiently 
to give it full way.

Col. Davis’ canvass has its weak points also.

It Kent recovers from the blows he is said 
to have received the other night when follow- 
ing in the footsteps of his predecessor, Chris 
Mamer, he williead bis forces at the primaries. 


All of the old-time ferocity between the fac- 


tions will be aroused and the Kent delegation 
will be fought with more bitterness this time 
than ever. Deputy-Sheriff Leibrandt claims 
that the Kent delegation will be beaten, and 
that one favorable to Davis and Matson will be 
elected.

Knights of Labor Given More Time to Pro- 
vide Cigarmakers—The Kesignation of 
Hedden. 

New York, Aug. 1.—|Special.]|—The Cigar 

Manufacturers’ Association held a meeting to- 

day at Lenox Hall, at Third avenue and 

Seventy-second street, and there met the Ar- 

ditration Committee of the Knights, of Labor. 


When the meeting between the Kuights and 


the manufacturers was ended the former 
said they had been granted more time to fill 
the shops—hbow much time they refused to 
tel. They repeated the boast that they could 
brig 5,000 cigarmakers from the country, but 
did not desire to injure the strikers. The lat- 
ter retorted that the Knights knew they could 


not obtain any skilled workmen, and that the 


solicittude which the Knights pretended to have 


for the strikers was all humbug. A largé 
amount of money was raised today by sub- 
scription in the cigar factories controlled by 
the Internationals for the relief of the Pro- 
gressive strikers. 

The report that Collector of the Port Hedden 
had, in response to a pressing invitation from 
the P ent, tendered bis resignation, to take 
effect at the pleasure of the President, waz 
generally credited among politicians here to- 
day. Genera! inefficiency is given as the cause 
for the removal. The most apparentiy reliabie 
rumor boeks Wilson S. Bissell, the former law 
partner ot the President, for the Collectorship 
when Mr. Hedden steps down and out. 

A pooriy-dressed man with two large valises, 
registered a few days ago at the International 
Hotel as O. A. Eaton.” He paid a week's 
rent in advance. The week would have ex- 
pired tomorrow. Moans were beard 
ing from his room about 8:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing. Eaton was found in an unconscious con- 
dition.

The cierk thought he had heard a bottle drop 
in the yard about 1:30 o'clock this morning, 
but no traces of broken glass were found. It 
is believed that Eaton is from Chicago. The 
clerk of the International heard that he was 
Vice-President of a Chicago bank. At the 
hospital it was thought that Eaton had taken 
an overdose of morphine. 

Three weeks ago Jesse J. Catlin, a young 

employé of the Pennsyivania Railroad, living 
with bis wife and children in Elizabeth, N. J., 
rusbed in front of an express train passing the 
South Elizabeth station to save the life of Miss 
Anna E. Wickoff, who had carelesly started to 
cross the track without seeing the express.

Household Furniture Apiece—Oliver and 
Leyden Groan at the Infliction and Yet 
Vote to Have the Assessment Made 
“Old Stic.“ Who Goes Back on His 
Friends. : 

According to the returng of West Town As 
sessor Bell, County-Commissioner Oliver, who 
resides ut No. 35 Pierce street, 1s accredited 
with having but $50 worth of household tur- 
niture and one piano, also valued at $50. The 
Commissioner isa member of the firm of W. 
O. Carpenter & Co., dealers in meat at No. 615 
South Halsted street, and the value of personal 
property returned to the Assessor by the firm 
is placed at 81.000. When asked for an ex- 
planation in regard to the small amount of 
personal property which he is said to own, Com- 
missioner Oliver said yesterday: 

“Ifthe Sheriff's red fag was placed outside 
the door of my house tomorrow all the fur- 
ture which isin the building would not sell 
for 8400. I have simply got beds 
to sleep on, chairs to sit on, and 
have also carpets on the floors. I bave bad my 
piuno for sixteen years and I don’t believe mat 
it would sell today for $50. I have not been in 
business on Halsted street since May 1 owing 
to the fact that the Wisconsin Central Railroad 
came past our premises and built a stone wai 
ten feet bigh, for a viaduct, right in front of the 
store, ruining our business. All the personal 
property the firm of W. O. Carpenter & Co. pos- 
sesses is a lot of cooperage materials and meat 
market fixtures, which are returned as being 
worth $1,000, and that is almost too high an es- 
timate. All of our business has been done on 

borrowed capital, and when we needed 
money Mr. Carpenter always raised it 
by loans. Yes, we expect to resume 
business about the ist of November. I 
have paid taxes in Chicago for twenty-three 
years and always paid my just proportion. I 
don’t dodge taxes, and when I was in the City 
Council in 1877, 1878, and 18791 paid more 
taxes than any member of that body with the 
exception of Frank Beidler. This year 1 paid 
879 on personal property in my business and 
$8.51 on household furniture.“ 

Commissioner Leyden is assessed for one 
horse valued at $25; one wagon, $25; one 
piano, $5¢; bousehold furniture, $50; and 
merchandise $100. In speaking of his assess- 
ment, the Commissioner said: : 

The Assessor's men never came around to 
see me at dil, but they may have 
interviewed my clerk about the value 
of my personal property. I don't 
know whether they did or not. Anyhow, I re- 
ceived a postal card a short time ago inform- 
ing me that I was assessed at $500. All 
household furniture I’ve got at my bouse, No. 
181 West Jackson street, isn’t worth over $200. 
I don't own any piano, but rent one by the 
mouth, so that the Assessor bas no right to as- 
sess me tor that. The merchanaise I owa in 
the meat market at the corner of Jackson and 
Canal streets consists of a platform scale, a 
few butcher's blocks. and a couple or dozen 
steel hooks to hang meat on. Why, 
all of my personal property isa’t worth 
over $300, yet I'm assessed for $500. 
No, I suan't make any kick about it. Iii 
pay my tax at the $500 valuation, and they 
can keep the difference between the $300 and 
$500. Why don’t I pay a tax on this diamond 
pin I've got on? Well, lam not sure that it 
belongs to me. It was given to me when I 
went into the bourd, and I don’t know but 
what I'll give it back to the donors when I go 
out this fal.“ He may change his wind.

THE QUEER STORY OF * 
DOG-ARMED BOY 


‘His Own Limb, a other 3 ot Him, 
Having Been Torn to Shreds by a Gas 
Explosion, an Obliging Canine Contrih- 
uted for a New Biceps, Which 
Is Now in a Fair Way to Serve Its Pur- 

New Yor«, Aug. 7.— [Special, I— How would 
a person feel if he was part dog and part man? 
There are a few persons who can answer this 
question from experience; but even those citi- 
zens who growl, fight, show hydrophobic 
symptoms, snarl at the least provocation, 
drink rum, chew tobacco, swear, run around 
all night making love and enemies, and do 
other doggish things that a well-trained dog 
would scorn to do, are loath to admit that they 
have any of the canine in their composition. 
But Jerry Larkins knows ali about 1. He is 
not ashamed of the fact that he ‘is part dog, 
and even admits that he can run to earth a 
bone with pleaty of meat on it about as quick- 
ly as any of his four-footed relatives, baving a 
well- regulated appetite. : 

Jerry is a young féllow about 25 years old 
and earns a good living as a skilled mechanic. 
Some months ago he was sent by his employer 
to a gas-house to repair a tank. He was ham- 
mering away in a cheerful sort of way on the 
top of the tank, when there suddenly came & 
quick, sbarp report and a blinding flash; gna 
Jerry went skyward as if he had been a pro- 
jectile from a cannon. He continued in his 
upward flight so long that it was thought he 
would wear wings and brush. tne cionds 
for the rest of his life. But de bi 
back again when the air got too in to 


breathe comfortably, turning over and over in 
his downward flight, and landed in a heap, ap- 


‘parently lifeless, near the spot where he start- 


ed. There was no hope for Jerry, they said. The 
workmen gathered around him, and shed a 
tear of sympathy, for Jerry was a brave fei- 
low, and the stay of bis mother. Tenierly 
they picked him up and carried bim into the 
office and laid him on the floor with his head 
upon a cushion. His face was swollen and 
biackened beyond recognition. The cas, 
which had in some mysterious manner 
been ignited, had ovuroed bim terri- 
bly about the head and body... His 
hair was singed and lay in a sort of reddish ash 
upon his head. Why he was not killed out- 
right no one could imagine, and every breath 
that came in a conVulsive gasp was thought to 
be his last. An ambulance was summoned, 
ana when the doctor looked at Jerry he 

his head in an ominous manner. They raised 
up the charred body carefully and put it in the 
ambulance, ana the doctor expected that he 
would be dead before he got to the hospital. 
But Jerry’s time had not come, and when the 
ambulance drove through the gates of old 
Bellevue Hospital be was still alive and slowly 
recovermg from the terrible shock.

Weeks of anguish 
were crowded into every twenty-four hours, 
and when Jerry’s hair came back again it was 
as white as if the calcimine of age had 
touched it. The face and neck healed up first, 
but the muscles were twisted s0 that Jerry’s 
face wore & perpetual smile.

Time and careful whtch- 
ing did the business for the patient, thourh,; 
and finally all the flesh was coated with a film 
of skin, save the upper part of the right arm. 
A considerable portion of the biceps muscle had 
sloughed away, and it interfered so much with 
the free motion of the band aud arm that it 
was.only by the greatest effort of will that the 
patient could lift his band to his face; Rais 
ing a weight was entirely out of thé question. 
This was the arm that gave bim bis skillas a 
mechanic, and if he could never move it again 
—and it began to look that way—he felt that 


bis struggle for life had been a sad misfortune. | 


When finally it was evident that the biceps 
would ever remain the seat of an obstin«te ulcer 
which local treatment would only serve to irr 
tate, the doctors held consultation, and it re- 
suited in the opinion that it was an excellent 
case to try the experiment of flesh transpianta- 
tion. In cases of this kind the patient gener 
ally furnishes the material, but Jerry had not 
enough healtby tissue on his body to spare 
any. It bemg pretty hard work to find a hu- 
man being willing to shed a pound or two upon 
general principles, the eye of science was 
turned to the animal kingdom, where subjects 
are ready to go through anything for the bene- 
fit of surgery. A large Newfoundland dog wus 
secured as the willing subject, and be it said 
to his credit that he took his medicine "*-with- 
out a growl.

The 
question has been made the subject of numer- 
ous essays, and various plans have been sug- 
gested for the estabiishmeut of a Home for 
Fallen Women under Protestant auspices, 
but as yet no steps have been taken that 
give promise of ultimately leading to 
that much desired end. The Catholic 
Chureh, however, which is nothing if 
not practical in the matter of establishing and 
maintaining charitable institutions, already 
possesses and successfully conducts an insti- 
tution that meets the letter and spirit of the 
idea so frequently given expression to. As 
the mere confession of the Catholic faith is 
not and never has been a requirement of ad- 
mission, it would seem that the institution is 
‘ worthy a more generous support than has ever 
been given it, and that, too, from all classes 
and conditions of people, regardless of religious 
‘predilections. The institution referred to is 
‘the House of the Good Sbepherd, occupying 
the block bounded by Market street on tne 
east, Sedgwick street on the west, Hill street 
on the south, and Elm street on the north. 
The House of the Good Shepherd in this 
city was firet opened in 1859, and occupied the 
site of the present building. It was burned to 
the ground during the great fire in 1871, but 
was rebuilt the following year on a much 
larger scale. It is now a very substantial five- 
story structure, and of rather pleasing arcbi- 
tectural design. Its accommodations for 300 
persons are pushed to the limit, and in point 
of fact 815 are at present housed within its 
Walls, 280 of whom have been regularly piaced 
there by one of the four methods for procur- 
wg admission. The main entrance to the 
building is on Market streoct, and, with the ex- 
ception of the gate on Elm street, there is no 
other way of gaining access to the grounds 
save by scaling the high fence inclosing mem. 
The building itself sets back in the inclosure, 
and is abaped very much like the letter T 
with the stom considerably abbreviated. 
The grounds are divided into seven dif- 
ferent high-wailed yards, and the inmates 
‘of one department absolutely have no oppor- 
tunity of seeing or meeting those of another. 
This perfect isolation of the inmates not only 
applies in the yards, but in the house as well, 
and, although all of them meet in the chapel 
once in every twenty-four: bours, the arrange- 
ment there is such that none of those ia one 
department can even see those of another, 
while all are within sight of the altar and can 
bear the voice of the officiating priest. 
It was several days ago that a reporter for 
Tne TRIBUNE presented himself at the institu- 
tion... He was first shown into the main hall, 
and then into asmail parior wih a walnut grat- 
img across the centre, which divided it into 
‘two apartments. After a short wait one 
of the cloistered sisters made her appearance

on the oppdsit side of the grating, and when 
the Object of the visit had been explained she 
‘retired to consult with the Mother Superior. 
Word was presently broucht back that there 
was no objection to the reporter going through 
the house, and then, under the guidarce of

room, but that the bouse is so crowded the 
regulations for the government of this class 
cannot be followed out. Small celis occupied 
by cloistered sisters open into the dermitors, 
for the women are never lost sight of day or 
night. | 

Passing through into another department 
the dormitory of the younger industrial schoo! 
children is reached. and also one of the school 
rooms. The younger children, known in the 
bouse as the Innocents, bave been placed 
there by parents 
never been contaminated in any way. 
They are all that the term innocent 
means, although several are past 20 years of 
age. On thie same floor the visitors are led 
into St. Joseph's corridor, A statue of the 
saint stands in a niche at one tnd, and sisters’ 
ceils open into it. These cells, so-called. are 
small bedrooms, and ali of them are models of 
neatness and cleanliness. The sisters’ infirm- 
ary is also upon this floor. 

Up another flight of steps and the ante-choir 
ig reached. It is asmall room opeuing trom 
che chapel, and is generally used by tne sis- 
ters for taking a short rest when they have 
waiked from the ground floor up. The door 
to the chiapel is opened, and its ingenious ar- 
rangement is not at once apparent. It 
is apparently a small room with the 
customary arches and angles of nearly 
all chapels. A wainut grating six feet 
high is placed nearly ten feet in front of the 
altar, and the space immediately before is that 
occupied by the Magdalenes at mass every 
day. Directly behind them sit the Cloistered 
Sisters, who, it must be remembered, are the 
instructors in the house, and who, therefore, 
see the inmates ofall the departments. The 
organ is ten feet above the heads of the 88 
ters, and behind that, but in plain view of the 
altar, sit the imnocents, who constitute the 
choir. And where afte the reformatory wom- 
en and the juvenile reiormatories, the wom- 
en ot the two other departments? The grat- 
ing before the altar is opened, and, stepping 


inside, it is seen that large rooms extend north 


and south from the altar. A grating 
similar to the one just mentioned is before the 
open end of each room, and dark curtains 
bang in front of them, but not too high to ob- 
scure a view of the Benedictine father who 
celebrates mass every morning, and who 
stands ona raised platform in front of the 
alter. The reformatory women were giddy 
and wild and bad no appreciation of the 
solemnity of the mass, and therefore piayed all 
kinds of pranks, anc made faces at the easily- 
amused juvenile reformatories who occupy the 
room opposit. It was sometime before the 
device just mentioned was dit upon, but it 
proved effectual from the moment of its adop- 
tion, and comparatively little trouble bas been 
experienced since. The small room off the 
upper end of the chapel is the sacristy, and 
other small rooms open from it 
are the confessionais. . Jesuit 
fathers attend the spiritual exercises, the re- 
treats, Confessionals, etc., and occupy small 
boxes on one side of the rooms, while those 
confessing kneel in those on the o ther. Ver- 


bal communication is beid through a small 


latticed aperture between the rooms. 

The sister then leads the way down to the 
first floor, and the school-room cf the inno- 
cents, or the boarders, as they are sometimes 
called, is entered. Fifty-five girls. ranging in 


age from 2 to 28 years, rise to their feet and. 


show the sister the same respect as that man- 
tested by the Magdalenes. All of them had 
been engaged in sewing, and some of the 
smaller ones bring forward specimens of their

In re- 
sponse to this a little 54-year-old toddler 
comes to the centre of the floor and 
sends ber diminutive feet about in per- 
fect untson with the music. The child 
performer does wonders with her primitive 
instrument, and the sister thinks she is the 
possessor of very remarkabie 
talents. It is certain that ste G- 
tracts singular barmony from that 
mifon despised “instrament of torture, 
as it has been frequently called. The young- 
est child in this department, and in the institu- 
tion, is but 19 months old. Some of them 
have parents living on the outside, who pay a 
smail monthly stipend for the care given their 
offsprmg. There are only fifteen children, 
however, whose parents pay anything at all. 
Some get the lr young ones into the bouse on 
the promise of making regular payments, but 
generally, after the first month or so, they not 
only forget the promise, but the children as 
weil. | 
The juvenile reformatory was visited next, 
and at the door the sister admonished the re- 
porter to ask no questions in the hearing of the 
girls. The oldest in the room was 17 and the 
youngest 7. With reference to the reforma- 
tory girls, somie of them were committed to 
the House of the Good Shepherd by the courts, 
while others were placed there by the ac 
tion of kindly-disposed persons, In such cases 
where the girls are committed under the In- 
dustrial School act. the institution is paid by 
the county, and it has been found a great as- 
sistance in defraying a portion of the expense 
in keepingithem. Still others of these girls 
have been placed in the house by their parents, 
while some few have actually gone there of 
their own free will and volition. 

Some of the giris in the juvenile reformatory 
and some of the women in the reformatory 
are very anxious to escape from the bouse, 
and, as a result, they have to be watched very 
close. Such precautions are taken, however, 
that the escapes only average about one per 
year. One daring escape was made several 
years back by a woman who bad a room on the 
third floor of the building. Sometime during 
the night she took ber sbeet snd 
pillowslip, . and, tearing them into 
ribbons, constructed a rope. She fastened 
one end to (the bedstead and threw the other 
end out of window. She then lowered her- 
self to the roof of the gallery, one story below, 
and succeeded in clambering down the supports 
to the ground. Sbe was not free even then, as 
there was still a sixteen-foot fence to scale. 
That, however, must have been a small under- 
taking, as it was not nearly such a difficult feat 
as coming down the gallery supports. She was 
beard of a week or 60 after ber escape, but was 
never returned to the institution. The last 
escape was made about a year ago, so that if 
the average isto be kept up, another is liabie 
to take place quite shortly. 

Of the 315 persons in the institution twenty 
eight wear the white habit, and are known as 
cloistered sisters, and never go out except 
under extraordinary circumstances. Five 
wear the biack habit, and are known as out- 
door sisters. They do all the buying for the 
institution, and attend to.all outside business. 


Two are candidates for orders, which makes 
thirty-five in all. These thirty-five sisters 
are divided among the inmates of the 
four departments, and give them instruction 
in their work and direct their labors in taking 
dare of the house. The regulations require all 
the inmates to be up at 5 ip the morning. One 
hour later they go to the chapel, and at 7 they 
have breakfast. They work from 7:45 until 
11:30, when they dine. From 12:15 to 1:80 p. 
m. they disport themselves as they see fit, and 
from the last- mentioned bour untilé they work 
again. Tnen they have recreation until 8:20. 
when tHe silence bell rings, and at 8:45 
all of them are in bed. There are no 
assigoments Sunday afternoon, the one feat- 
ure which marks that day from the others of 
the week. There are certain holidays and 
feast days which are always observed, and, it 
is needlessto say, always enjoyed. The en- 
tire work of the institution, except the care 
of the laundry engine, the driving of the 
laundry wagon, and the baking, is done by the 
mmates, all ofgwhom are at all times under 
the eyes of the sisters.. The sisters have their 
cells, or bedrooms, opening into every dormi- 
tory in the house, and they stay 
with the inmates whether at play or 
work or sleep. The plain and fancy sewing 
and the embroidering done by the inmates are 
sold for whatever they will bringin cash, 
and the proceeds go towards the support of ail. 
The institution is self-eupporting, but cannot 
build improvements without other assistance, 
and donations for this purpose are solicited. 
Its present indebtedness amounts to about $23,- 
000, and resulted chiefly trom building the 
north wing of the house. It would seem that 
a charity of this kind would recommend itself 
to the public, but as a matter of fact it 
has, and it is always a rea- 
letter day in the history of the 
institution when a donation of any kind is re- 
ceived. Last Christmas a well-known Hebrew 
merchant sent two boxes of toys for the cbil- 
dren and a woman donated a quantity of fruit, 
but since then nothing whatever has been re- 
ceived. What is most needed are financial 
contributions, which will enable those in 
charge to make a number of necessary repairs, 
and eventually do somethmg in the way of en- 
larging the building... As a charitabie and 
1 institution the appeal for help is 
made. 

The precedent fo: the establishment of an 
institution of the kind dates back to Feb. 18, 
1651, at which time was founded at Caen, in 
Normandy, by the Rev. Pere Jean Eudes, a 
missionary priest, the Congregation of Our 
Lady of Charity. It was approved and con- 
firmed in 1666 by Pope Alexander VII., and 
again in 1741 by Pope Benedict «XIV. The 
monasteries were called Houses of Refuge un- 
til the establishment of the Generalsuip in 1835, 
at about which time they were .calied Houses 
of the Shepherd, the name by which they 
are still known, although their distinctive 
characteristics have undergone very Littie 
change in the last 235 yeaqs.

The How-Nice “ Girl and the Rural Lovers 
~The Man Who Talks—A City of Tran- 
sients—How Boston Does the Falis— 
In the Souvenir Shops—The Enterprise 
of Two Young Jewesses—Flitting Chica~- 
goans—Free, Glorious Niagara. 

Niagara Fatais, N. ., Aug. 6.—[Special 
Correspondence. ] — Fashion is here, perking its 
eye-glass at chaos. The American gir! is here, 
gazing into furious abyssés and saying. How 
nice!’’ Rural loverdom is bere, unblusbingly 
airing its sentimentality and taking to itself for 
a passing boura touch of sublimity. The 
petty passion, begun from mere love ot mat- 
ing and destined to end in commonplace, 
swells in the sonorous solitudes about the cat- 
aract toa bigh devoon such as poets know, 
and thoughts of sacrifice, heroism, and death 
toss the soul in a turbulence as wild as the 
waters. But just as the mind has reached this 
point one is sure to meet with the man who 
talks. Now itis sacrilegeous to talk at Ning- 
ara—uniess you are at a hotel and have to ask 
for ice-water. This man who talks has one 
godiike attribute: he is ubiquitous. He has 
always seen the falls a numberof times be- 
fore, and be shows it off as if it were a new 
thrashing-machine on which he bas just taken 
out a patent. He bas a magnanimous air of 
running it for your benefit, and, however 
much you may disiike him at the begin- 


> ming, before he gets through you begin to 


believe in him and end by being really grate- 
ful that he bas benevolently allowed it to con- 
tinue and not locked it up and gone off with 
the key in his pocket. When he close by tell- 
ing you that that stupendoug prodigality of 
force makes “a very pretty sight,” you act- 
ually thank him. | 
But neither fashion nar rusticity stays here 
long. It is a city of transients. The crowds 
come, they see, and they vanish—like the 
luminous vapor that rises from e infernal 
writhe’’ at the foot of the falls. The troops 
of excursionists that cross the new suspension 
bridge remind one vf the marionets that trip 
over the Alpine ridges of a Swiss clock, 80 
various are they, and so insignificant do they 
appear, walking on that thread-like structure 
with the whirling torrent below and the eky 
above. The excursionist changes with the 
days, but in one form or another de is al- 
ways here while the summer days stay. 
Yesterday a party came from Boston, 
and did everything that tradition rec- 
ommended with true Bostonian sys 
tem. They clothed the mseives in 
gossamers and wade metaphors right in the 
awful face of the falls, sitting on the deck of 
that impertinent little Maid of the Mist — 
the -sauciest damsel that, ever flirted with 
Aquarius. They visited the Cave ot the Winds 
and had spray dashed up their inteliectual 
noses and into their cultivated ears. They 
scrambled among the bowlders below the pine- 
girt shores with their little geological ham- 
mers. They looked into the livid greenness 
of the tempestuous flood and talked comic 
philosophy. Today their place is taken by a 
company from Rockford, Jli.—a company of 
ecountry-folk in clean muslin gowns or spick 
and span suite in which the creases of the 
tailor’s pressing-iron yet linger. They are a 
slow-moving, gaping crowd, who follow the 
bands of music down the street as the children 
of Hamelin followed the pied piper.. They sit 
in the merry-go-round or fall an easy prey to 
the souvenir shops which flourish as lager-beer 
saloons do m Chicago. Thousands and tuou- 
sands of downy feather-fans bang from ropes 
about the doors: cross-eyed owls, with buiges 
in the wrong places; 
bead word, and straw, 
pearl lure the unwary, and at er- 
ery turn the photographs of the 
fails vex the eye with their inadequate repeti- 
tions of a splendor that neither camera nor 


and mother-of- 


phers bears the name of Ybagh. If he were ou 
the American side—which he is not—he would 
probably advertise himself by offering a dozen 
cabinets to the first one who pronounced his 
name correctiy. 

But there is one of these stores of alleged 
Indian curiosities which contains an actual 
wealth ot odd things and which commands re- 
spect for its enterprise. It occupies the room 
of two ordinary stores and is owned by two 
young Jewish maidens, who eight years ago 
invested $50—their all—in stock, rented four 
feet of room, and began what has sweiled into 
a business of very considerable proportions. 
The taxidermist.who supplies them with their 
birda is an old English sportsman, now over 60 
years of age, who lives in that Province of 
pale patriotism across the Niagara. Not only 
does he shoot his own birds and stuff them, 
but he mounts them as well. He will spread 
the shimmering splendor of a peacock’s tail 
upon a red plush screen, inserting the stately 
little bead in the centre and hanging the 
screen upon a pivot, which, as it swings about 
in the frame, reveals the mottied feathers of ah 
owl upon the other side. He has also tatght 
his hand the cunning of painting, and on a 
plaque representing a creek and a summer 
meadow he will puta downy quartet of duck- 
lings; Or about a moonlight picture of the 
lashing whirlpool rapids he will put a blasted 
tree with a baby owl. or on a winter landscape 
place two shapely quails. 

But to return to the realities. There are 
very few Chicago people bere at present. Mr. 
George M. Pullman and a party of six stopped 
for. an hour or two at the Clifton House, and 
went on to the East. Mr. Isaac Adams leaned 
over the cataract for a few moments, snatched 
his breakfast, and went on. 80 far as can be 
learned not a Chicago bride is here. Mr. Ed- 
ward Mandel has just gone and left no mark— 
save his signature at the Cataract House. At 
that hotel there are at present the following 
people:

In Tag TRIBUNE of last Sunday, Aug. 1. was 

the notice of Choir Boys in demand, to 

which I wofld like to add a iittie information. 

Since it bas pleased the choirmaster of St. 

James’ to be ignorant of the little choir on the 

West Side we will be obliged to speak for our- 

selves. ’ 

Calvary Churen is located on Warren av- 
enue, just east of Western avenue, and has a 
choir of boys, who volunteer their services 
for the pleasure they get out of it, and every 
yeamthey are sent to camp atone of the pop- 
ular lakes at the expense of the church (this 
year they wo to Twin Lakes, and will occupy 
the grounds of the Rockford people), where 
they spend from one to two weeks. 

Our * little choir,“ as Mr. Smedly chooses to 
Call us, Was the third choir of the kind organ- 
ized in Chicago, and it is largely due to the 


. young ladies of the church who went persou- 


ally and visited the boys belonging to the Sun- 
day-school and church and got them to go in 
trainmg under our present leader, Mr. Olney, 
assisted by his wife as organist (who, to our 
sorrow, away last September). It was 
up-bill work, but after much exertion the boys 
were sufficiently trained to make their appear- 
ance as choir boys, and among them were some 
very fine singers. This was about the year 
1880 I think. 

For some time there were but three boy 
choirs in the city, three years Ithink. Then St. 
James had Mr. Hughes come here from En- 
gland to establish a choir for them. In getting 


| it up he visited the different choirs of the city. 


It was & but a sbort time after be had visited 
our church that two of our boys received let- 
ters offéring them pay to sing in the new choir. 
One of *the boys accepted, but the other put 
down bis foot and said no. 

Grace church then started a choir, followed 
by St. Mark's and St. Clement's, and tbe Rev. 
Mr. T. Townsend has bad a choir of boys at St. 
Luke’s Mission on Western avenue for three 
or four years. 

As there are several of our young men in 
both choir and Sunday-school we discussed the 
matter ot a choir téstival (this was about two 
years ago.) As there haa been one held at Ra- 
cine we thought Chieago ought to have 
the same. A committee waited on the 
choirmaster, Mr. Oloey, and fot bim 
to correspond with Mr. Laughton, master of 
the Cathedral choir, but he delayed the matter 
for some time. Finally be wrote all the choir- 
masters and talked over with them the plans. 
An associahon was formed of the different 
choirs and the arrangements were at once 
made for the festival, which took place in Feb- 
ruary, I think, with grand success, at the Ca- 
thedral, corner of Peoria street and Washing- 
ton boulevard. 

The choirs that took part in this festival 
were the Cathedral of 88. Peter and Paul, 
Grace Church, St. Mark’s Church, St. James’, 
and Calvary. St. Clements and Ascension 
choirs refused to take part, and I don’t kuow 
the reason for St. Luke’s Mission not being in 
the ranks. | 

I simply write this that people may know 
that the little choir way out west is not St. 
Andrew's bit Calvary, and that, although peo- 
ple de not know where we are, we have been 
Able to furnish assistance in several ways to 
the other boy choirs.

Thoreau is right in asserting that “ what 
you seek in vain for balf your life, one 
you come full upon the family at dinner. u 
seek it like a dream, and as soon as you find it 
you become its prey. I had sought the beau- 
tiful Adirondacks in many a summer dream, 
and on a sunny day in Juiy ] find my horizon 
doundei by the waving summits of its moegnt- 
ains and my boat gliding over the yieiding 
bosom of its lakes. 

Seated in the stern I paddle when I please, 
and with a little practice find padding much 
more en ing than rowing. Beawtifu! 
and light the boats are—they rarely weigh 
more than seventy-five or eighty pounds, and 
frequently less—they are not good for ing, 
the seat being low and the oars stationary. 
The latter peculisrity is a necessity entailed 
by the many narrow creeks through which one 
is obliged to navigate. But we do not desire 
to row. We wish to lounge in an attitude haif- 
lying and hbalf-sitting, and thinking of Walt 
Whitman, “invite your soul.“ Newspapers, 
letters, steam, dust, noise, civilizatibn are 
left behind, and we are nothme but waifs. 
Day after day we float along with woods and 
waters for companions, listening to the sons 
of invisible birds, serenaded by wondrous 
choruses of builfrogs, startled by the strange 
sounds of loons that shake their heads deflant- 
ly, and then disappear under the water for so 
long a time as to make me bold my breath 
unconsciously and wonder whether they ever 
intend to come up again. We listen to 
the croaking of tie raven and tapping 
of the woodpecker that seems to be knocking 
at some inhospitable door. Yonder soars an 
eagle and farther on flit two seagulls that have 
come into tus mountains for a change of scene 
and air. Harki What is that? Au otter? 
Out with our guns. We miss it, probably, 
but never mind. No intention could be 
What! Deer tracks? Yes, there are 
the unmistakable signs, and visions of noble 
bucks rise before wus 
dreams. That deer has not preceded us many 
hours, for see how recentiy he bas 
fed upon the lly pads. Weill, it is just our luck. 

We enter an inlet more wayward than a co 
quet, where the otter hides, where ly pads 
flutter like the tails of fish, where frogs jump 
with atbud into the water, where beautifully 
colored flies and gaudy butterflies hold high 
carnival among roses and wild fluwers blossom 
luxuriantly for God's eye only. The oar’s oc 
cupation is gone, for the way becomes like a 


coarse thread, and paddling the entire distance 
will pull through brush and brier, separating? 
them with our bands, stopped by fallen trees, 
on which we sit as we pull the boat over or 
vary the monotony of dry feet by wading. 
There is no little adventure in thus exploring 
unknown regions, and when at last we glide 
into some beautiful lake not down on our map 
we have a faint idea of how Columbus felt 
when he discovered America. 
Variety? The biasé men of the world in 
search of novelty, the ennui who despairs of 
killing time, knows not the latent capacities of 
the Adirondacks. First comes tue broad sur- 
face of a lake dotted with islands that are 
each an invitation and an interrogation te the 
mind. Ite shores are rich with the frmge of 
countiess trees, and in the distance an Adiron- 


dack spur towers up as some grand sentinel 


to watch over and guard the wilderness. Sud- 
denly lake yields to creek or river. Oasting 
oars aside, the guide stands up in the bow and 
pad tus boat over beds of lilies, yellow and 
whité, that look upinto our faces and ask if 
nature is not beautiful. The tamarack, 
ite lovely red blossoms, comes 
down to the waters edge to welcome 
us, wild roses peep out of the thicket 
of some slew.“ and pines and hemiocks bend 
over the banks to tell us how soft and pure 
the aris. Just as we are beginn to long 
for a brisk walk through the woods 4 sound of 
noisy water greats the ear. ‘* Them’s rapide,” 
says the guide. ‘You'll have to get out and 
walk a mile, for this here's the carry. Out 
we jump, tuen follows the loadmg up.” Our 
guides disappear beneato the boats, which 
they carry on their shoulders asa turtie car- 
ries its shell, and striding ahead with nothing 
visible but legs leave us to follow, Per- 
baps the way may lie through a narrow trail, 
perhaps it may de over a muddy road, 
perhaps it may rain, perhaps the sun may be 
sbowermg the foliage with gold. True-nearted 
Adirondackers declare that. whatever is is 
richt, and, though midges burn, black flies 
bite, and mosquitoes perform their favorit airs 
before our eyes and in our ears, we are as 
bright as the sun—and as warm. Arrived at 
the end of the carry,“ we sit down to await 
the return of our guide, who starts off for a 
second load. Now comes the initiation in 
*smudges’’—smothered fires. If you do not 
grow merry over smudge-building and do not 
enjoy disappointing the insect kingdom by sit- 
ting in a glory of smoke you were never made 
to camp out and had better retrace your steps. 

It is useless to deny the fact that in July the 
North Woods are a trial to the skin. Black 
flies, midges, and mosquitoes combiued would 
have disturbed Job himself. These creatures 
are children of Nature, and, therefore, must 
have been invented for some wise tbougt in- 
sorutable purpose, but I beartily sympathize 
with the guide who said to Mr., Street. The | 
black flies batehes in rapids. and swift water 
and also in yellow lily biossoms; the mitchets 
in fir and spruce trees, aad the mosquitoes in 
swamps. But the old Sancho only knows what 
the critters hateh at all fur.“ 

It remaiued tor Thoreau to say a good word 
for mosquitoes. “I was as muct affected by 


the faint bum of a mosquito making its invisi- 


bie and unimaginabie tour through my apart- 
ment at earliest dawn, when I was sitting with 
doors and windows. open, as 1 could be by aay 
trumpet that ever sang of tame. It was Ho- 
mer's requiem; itself an Iliad and Odyssey in 
the air, singing its own wrath and wanderings. 
There was something cosmical about it; a 
standing advertisement, till forbidden, of the 
everlasting vigor and fertility of the worlid,”’ 
‘This is the transcendental way of looking at 
mosquitoes. But a truce to the cosmic. It 16 
enough that we are alive and—scratching!

— THE IMPETCOUS NAT- 
URE OF ELLA WHEELER WILCOX. 


the’East and Made Fun Of at 

the West—A Crushed Young Man—An In- 

terview with Mary Mapes Dodge—Plead- 

lng for the Liberty of a Captive Thrush— 

How She Scandalized and Then Fasci- 

nated the Staid Dames of a Connecticut 
Village. 

It is not generally known that the editorship 
of Literary Life was refused by Ella Wheeler 
Wileox before it was offered to Miss Rose 
Cleveland. The Wisconsin poet had the good 
sense to perceive that the task of Sisyphus was 
one which the world never fully appreciates 
and seldom rewards, and the labor of rolling 
the stone daily, weekly, or monthly to the 
summit is unnoticed save by a passing crit!- 
cism, and bas to be painfully gone over and 
over again, Such labor, involving as it does 
much poise, discrimination, and decision of 
character, would not bave sulted the nature 
and dipacity of Mrs. Wilcox, who is one of the 
few uncalcuiating mortals left in this era of 
calculation. Her moral guide is her impulse, 
and be never stops to count the cost of 
an action, or to suspect that others may be 
less generous than she in her judgment, Such 
a person, it can easily be seen, would have 
made an incompetent editor. Such a person is 
meant to be nothing under the sun but a poet. 
The esteem in which this lady is held by East- 
ern litterateurs does not existin the West, 
where the papers with almost .tne single ex- 
cephon of Tur CurcaGo Tresune have de- 
lighted to scoff at her ambition. They could 
have killed themselves with laughing that a 
young woman should. single-handed, brave 
self-satisfied ignorance on one bana and hyper- 


, Critical learnmg on the other, and incidentally 
support a family in the meantime. 


: It was an 
immense joke that she should Suceeed. That 
she should realize that she was succeeding was 
impertinence that could only be put dowa by 
rough jests. 

It 1s not long since Helen Hunt Jackson, 
talking to Miss Helen Bartlett, who has just 
had her new play accepied by Lawrence Bar- 
rett, said. Ella Wheeler—who ts Ella Wheeler? 
I never heard of her.” Helen Hunt was then 
known only to the few—those who appreciated 
a scholarly and delicate style and subjects fit 
for the contemplation of a cultivated reader. 
Elia Wheeler was the recipient of more letters 
than she could find the time to answer from all 
manner of tired, harassed, and unhappy peo- 
ple all over the United States to whom 
she bad suggested some gleam of comfort or 
of hope. 

But in spite of the warm cordiality which 
distinguishes ber she can resent an insult 
quickly and wittily. For example: 

Not long ago a lady presented a gentleman 
to the poetess, saying; 

Mrs. Wilcox, this gentieman has met you 
ohce before, when for some reason you made 
an unfortunate impression on his mind, which, 
lam sure, will be eradicated as soon as you 
know each other better.“ 

Mrs. Wilcox surveyed the embarrassed young 
man unfiinchingly, then she said: 

“ His experience has differed from mine. He 


-left no impression upon my mind whatever,” 


and the unfortunate man retreated, the victim 
of the blundering indiscretion of one woman 
and the sharp-edged wit of another. 

There were occasionsy however, when the 
rudeness of another robbed her of repartee, 
and lert her the target for their shafts. When 
in New York she called one morning upom 
Mary Mapes Dodge, the editor of St. Nicholas. 
After her card had been handed from a smal! 
boy to a big boy, from a big boy to a man, and 
from a man to a lackey, she was usbered into 
the sanctum. Mrs. Dodge looked up hurried- 
ly, 5 holdmg her pen im her hand, and 
eaid: 


**Well, what do you want?“ 

Mrs. Wilcox gasped for a moment, then 
‘thinking there might be some mistake, in- 
quired: Tou received my card?” Mrs. 
Dodge held up the card for answer. 

**] thought it vossible,“ the abashed visit or 
explained, “that you might have heard éf it 
before.”’ 

No,“ said Mrs. Dodge, still neglecting to 
offer a cbair, I never did.“ By this time em- 
barrassment was beginning to give place to 
anger in the mind of the intruder, and she 
found ber tongue. 

“I would not have thought it so likely dat 
you would have beard of me, although I have 
written for a great many years.and published 
four books, but that you have yourself ac- 
cepted at least five of my poems.“ 

Indeed!“ Mrs. Dodge condescended to say; 
“but then we have 60 many contributors.” 

Besides, went on Mrs. Willcox, still con- 
tinuing ber defense, it you read the papers 
I thought you must have heard of me, for 
since [came to New York four large recep- 
tions have been given me at which almost ali 
of the literary people of the city have been 
present, and as each reception was honored 
with a column report in several of the daily 
papers——"”’ 

“J seldom read the papers, said Mrs. 
Dodge. The Western lady went home with 
chagrin gnawing at ber heart. She did a thing 
which may not have been in the best taste, but 
which certainly was due to herself and the 
preservation of her dignity. She sent copies 
of the accounts of these various receptions at 
which noted people had read selections from 
ber poems and of her last two published books 
to the office of St. Nicholas. The next day a 
graceful little note of apology arrived from 
Mrs. Dodge saying that her life was such u 
séciuded one, and so filled with the round of 
editorial duties, that she found herself ever 
me ee dropping behind the rest of the 
world. 

Had Mrs. Dodge realized the true facts of 
the case she would have comprehended how 
severely this ridiculous interview told against 
her. As a writer of purely sentimental verse 
few American women have surpassed Mrs. 
Wilcox. It would be safe to say that there is 
nota town in the United States, however re- 
mote, that has not been made acquainted with 
some of her 3,000 poems copied into the 
‘poets’ corner of the local paper, while in 
many of these places the name of Mary Mapes 
Dodge would be an empty, meaningless sound. 
Miss Mulock or Mrs. Frances Hodgson Burnett 
could dave made a very pretty romance about 
the first’ year of Mrs. Wiicox’s married life. 
Though she had long since passed girlhood she 
— lost little of that fresh and brave radical- 
ism and that unflinching enthusiasm which is 
such a surprise anda charm. During the year 
of their engagement—an engagement which 
was made at the third meocetinge of 
the lovers—she worked wunceasingly to 
place her fatber and mother in 
a position of comparative independence. Her 
husband was a representative of one of those 
peculiarly conservative New Engiand families 
which gage the world by their own little, nar- 
row, aristocratic measure. The breadth of his 
ideas bad no doubt always been an astonish- 
ment to the people amid whom helived. All 
of the young men ot his town, the families of 
which were as well known to euch other as if 
they had been related, wreexpected to marry 
somebody of their own village as colorless as 
their New Engianc ideal would permit. Into 
this oppressive aticospbere this Western 
woman, full of Verve, ladependence, and con: 
fidence in her powers, was brought by ber bus- 
band. This well-bred and sleepy town was 
scandalized.

THE CARE OF THE FEET, 


What a Chiropodist Has to Say on This In- 
_ teresting Subject. 

“It may be greater love of comfort, or it 
may be greater vanity,” said a chiropodist, 
“ but whatever the reason, the gentlemen are 
our best customers. They haven't so many 
corns as the ladies, but they have bunions and 
club nails. Though they are indignant when 
the statement is made, yet I assure you it is 
quite true that they wear shoes that are much 
too small for them, and they are also very vain 
of their feet. Southerners, especially. are so. 
You can easily see, if you Watch a gentleman 
from the South, that he is proud of bis hands 
and feet, which are generally narrow, long, 
and elegant looking. 

“Since the ladies have adopted the common- 
sense shoe, with its wide toes and low heels, it 
has made a perceptible difference in our busi- 
ness. Those narrow toes gave us macy a job— 
and there are plenty of them left to keep us 
busy for a long time in the tuture. They are, 


as every one can see at first glance, consider 


ably narrower than the foot, the consequence 
obviously is that the toes overlap each other, 
and instead of being round and smooth become 
flattened at the sides, with hard edges of 
cuticle. The ends of the toes are 
pressed down and the nails loosened, « till 
they frequently come off altogether. Of courap 
it is my privilege to see very few perfect feet, 
ior people do not cometo me until they be- 
come conscious ofetheir feet, and they are not 
conscious of them until there is something the 
matter with them. Actuaily, some of the 
ladies who come here are asbamed to show me 
their feet, and well they may be, 80 warped, 
distorted, and repulsive bave they become. 
There is rather more of this sort of work to be 
done in Chicago than in New York, for the 
Boglish babit of sensible, broad walking-shoes 
has deen longer in vogue there. ‘There 
is always a ‘good business to be done 
at the fashionable seaside’ resorts, where 
bathing. is popular. There our trade is 
among the ladies with pretty feet. They 
come to have the nails out, polished, and tinted. 
The ladies with ugly feet either do not bathe 
or else they wear stockings when they leave 
their dressing-rooms for the surf. 

„There is a lady living in this city, the wife 
of an ex-officer in the Euglish army, a cast of 
whose foot was taken for the British Museum 
to illustrate the perfect human foot. It is long 
and narrow, with tapering toes, a small round 
heel, pink-tinted and transparent nails, ex- 
quisitly shaped, to which she pays much ap- 
preciative artention—and sbe would be very 
ungrateful if she did otherwise, 

What are the most frequent diseases of the 
nails? Weil, corrugated nails are much more 
frequent on the toes than on the hands. VUoca- 
sionally every nail will be threaded with rough 
lines, and tiie color of the entire surface yel- 
low and unhealthy. Another variety of this 
disease in an aggravated form is an appear 
ance of being éroded or worm-eaten, and 
sprinkled over more or less with hollow pits. 
Medicine, unfortunately, can do very little for 
this unsightly troubie, which comes from a 
poor circulation of the biood, resulting from 
indigestion or malaria, of some obronie de- 
fect in the circulation. Troubles of this sort 
are more frequent among women than men. 
Women, it is well known, are more troubled 
with cold feet than men, and this difficuity 
springs from analogous causes. The ladies are 
our most patient customers. They adapt 
themselves quite naturally to the luxury of a 
perfumed foot-bath, or gentie scraping, par- 
ing, polishing, andgtintimg processes. We lay 
the foot upon a silken cushion on which rests 
a fresh linen napkin, and the patieut can reed, 
or talk. or even doze while her feet are being 
beautified and doctored. She generally prefers 
to talk. She tells you what a friend of bers 
bad done to ber feet, and what an accident a 
cousin of her’s met with. 

Our customers are not by any means ex- 
clusively ladies of wealth and leisure. We 
bave a great many business women who come 
to rid themselves of painful corns or bunions. 
Then, too, there isa very large patronage 
which we could have, but do not take. 

“Almost all troubles of the feet are nnneces- 
sary. Caution and common sense would bave 
prevented them. Of course there are some 
forms of joint disease, inflammations and per- 
spiration, for which the possessor is not di- 
rectly responsible. If taken in time almost 
any trouble of the sort can be cured. Bad 
soap is the beginning of many evils. Much of 
the moet highly perfumed is made from the 
refuse of renderinug-houses, and is full of al- 
kali. Such soaps are hkeiy to produce the 
worst forms of cntaneous affections. 

“ A natural and direct outcome of the work 
of the chiropodist is the manufacture of shoes, 
which represents the ounce of preventiov. 
For instance, there is a pig-headed idea afloat 
now, svringing from the old abuse of thin 
soles, that thick soles should be univer 
sally worn, and in all places 
and for all persons they are the best thing. 
This is sheer nonsense. There are some people 
with feet so tender that to Wear thick soles 1s 
not only a torment to them, but it greatly in- 
creases their trouble. Then if a foot bas a 
swollen and painful spot it should havea shoe 
made which will not rub and irritate it. In 
nine cases out of ten such a shoe could not be 
successfully made except under the supervis 
ion, of the chiropodist and dy a shoemaker who 
understands that branch of work. The ohtrop- 
o@ist can naturally superintend better than 
any other man the manufacture of shoes for 


club or deformed feet. 


Are many peovle treated at their homes? 
O, yes, a great many. Every reputabie chirop- 
odist is a surgeon as and competent to 
attend to cases of wounds or bad bruises or 
cuts. Then in addition to such cases there is 
frequent occasion to visit houses to atrend 
ladies who prefer being doctored in the pri- 
vacy and amid the luxury of weir own -dress- 
ing-rooms. iInvalias furnish us no little cus- 
tom—especialiy ladies. Not only are they sen-

THOSE WHICH DO NOT. 


4 Talk with the Man Who Runs the Big 
Structure at Rush Street—Experiences 
with Drivers Who Swear—Caught’ on 
“the Turn“ — How Many Times the 
Bridges Are Turned in the Course of 
Twenty-four Hours — General’ Annoy- 


HE Chicago River, with 
its North and South 
branches, forming as it 
does an immense T with 
the two arms almost at 
right angles with the 
main stem, bas always 


been the recognized nat- 
ural boundary lines of 
the three great divisions 
of the city. The West 
Side, with its population 
of nearly 400,000 souls, and with nearly as many 
more about equally divided between the North 
and South Sides, have together made the ques- 
tion of business and social intercourse between 
the residents of the respective divisions one of 
the most important to be considered. In the 
early days the original town embraced ali that 
section in the vicinity of the intersection of 
the two branches with the parent stream, al- 
though tne most thickiy settled dis- 
trict was that immediately south 
of the main stem, so that rapid 
transportation across the river was not of 
Vital importance, and the old-time ferry boat 
was made to answer all purposes. In the 
course of time the population of the rapidly- 
growing city spread out to the north and west, 
and as the busmess centre remained on the 
South Side the matter of bridges became of 
vast importance. To add to the trouble the 
commerce of the city kept pace with its ia- 
creasing population, and the docks were- each 
year built bigher and higher towards the 
sources of the two branches. The sailing craft 
followed, and each year saw the erection of 
additional bridges, until at the present time 
the number exceeds thirty. 
The old style was the regulation turn-

bridge, with two men at the ends of the lever 
or key supplying the motive power. Then came 
the turn-bridge with steam as the motive power, 
and in this respect the limit of perfection is 
seemingiy reached. The city now possesses 
two of the finest turn-bridges in the world, one 
of them being regarded as the longest ever con- 
structed. This structure is known as the Rush 
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A STEAM BRIDGE. 
street bridge, and is 240 feet in length, with a 
width of 58 feet. It is built of iron, and is 
looked upon as a model of b inty and en- 
gineerine skill, The engine and boiler room is 
located in the centre of the bridge, directiy 
over the roadway, and is always out of reach 
of the mischie’oua small boy and the curious 
gentleman from the country. It is worked day 
and night by two crews of two men each, and is 


. glowed to vessels only between the hours 


of 6 and 8 in the morum and 5 and 7 in the 
evening. This regulation applies to ali the 
bridges of the city, and is part of an ordinance 
adopted by the’, City Council last November. 
Another provision of the ordipance in ques- 
tion is that the bridges shall never be kept 
open for more than ten minutes ata time, but 
if there are not nearly 600,000 people living on 
the North and West Sides willing to make afii- 
davit that the limit is crowded every time a 
bridge is opened then the expressions of im- 
patience so frequently uttered at the bridge 
approaches go for nothing. 

But of the Rush street bridge. The engine 
which turns the heavy structure is of 
twenty horse-power, and is always kept 
in perfect order, one man devoting his 
time to its attention. Another man spends 
his time at the throttle, which, by the 
way, is. in the very centre of the bridge

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and some five feet above the roadway. The 
engine is not reversible, which necessitates the 
turning of a crank which sets the gear or frie- 
tion cogs in the machinery, and the bridge is 
tnrned in the starboard or port draw, as cir- 
cumstances warrant. If a vessel is approach- 
ing from the lake tne regulations require it to 
take tife starboard or right-hand side of the 
draw. If commg from the direction of Clark 
street it still keeps to the t. so that if two 
vessels were to meet just at the bridge 
one would pass on one side and the 
other ou the opposit. This is the invariable 
rule when the vessels are approaching each 


other., but on account of the bend ſu the river 


at State street it is never followed except in 
cases similar to that mentioned. 

The Rush street briage being 240 feet in 
length describes a circle 754 feet in circumfer- 
ence every time the full swing is made. The 
average t:me in makmg the complete swing is 
one minute and a quarter, altbough it can be 
made in one minute, which is at the rate of a 
fraction over seven miles an bour, or twice as 
fast as a man walks. This, sowever, 
will be disputed oy the pedestrians who 
occasionally make frantic efforts to get from 
one end of the bridge to the other after it has 
commenced moving, expecting to get across 
and continue their walk without “catching a 
bridge.” There is still another individual who 
bas bis feelings lacerated, but iu 3 sligutly 
different way.

Before leaving attention is called to te 
electric-light-engine, for the bridge is ligbted 
by electricity, and aleo to the fact the 
only water used is from the city’s pipes. The 
water is carried through an iron pipe which 
connects with the main on River street, a 
simple contrivance permitting it to be shut off 
when the tanks are full. 

The next bridge visited is the one at Clark 
street, and is reached just as several hundrea 
persons are caught at the south end. 

„'m surprised that a large city like Chicago 
should tolerate this bridge nuisauce, said one

individual who was evidently in a hurry. As the 
remark was addressed to no one in particular the 
only reply he got was a few smiles from those 
who wverheard him. The two men on the 
bridge are perspiring over the levers as it 
moves siowly away from the abutments on 
either side, and presently a small tug-boat with 
an enormous smokestack steams by with a 
three-masted schooner in tow. The steam- 
whistie gives forth an unearthly shriek and a 
large volume of dense black smoke eavelops 
the crowd. Good nature is now thrown to the 
winds, and the male contingent in the crowd 
begins to swear. The bridge is finally 
turned back, and in a moment more 
the stream of vehicles and people. is 
moving along as if it had not been 
stemmed atali. One of the men thinks the 
bridge is opened from -sixty-five to seveuty 
times between 8 a. m. aud 8 p. m., and some 
what oftener during the night. Two men are 
required to handle the levers, which are

eighteen feet in length, and which have to be 
turned eleven times to open or close the 
bridge. The reporter then does a little figur- 
ing and finds that each man walks 1,210 feet in 
opening and closing the bridge, and as the 
operation is performed seventy times every 
day they walk something over sixteen miles 
in the ten hours they are required 
to work. Drivers very seldom get 
caught on this bridge, and cars 
never; and, as there is nothing further of in- 
terest to be learned, a Walk over to the new 
Lake street bridge is taken. It is similar to 
the firet-mentioned one in general appearance, 
and in the fact that it is operated by steam. 
It differs only in the matter of a revers!bie en- 
gine, and generally moves a trifle siower than 
the other. It is 220 feet in length and fifty- 
nine feet in width, is lighted by electricity, 
and is operated by two crews of two men each, 
under a superintendent, making five men in all. 

The superintendent has similar incidents 
to relate as man at Rush 
street; he frequentiy 
jehu and turns bim around, but the 
car conductors are very careful and never get 


caught. He says the steam bridges move just 


about twice as fast as the others, and are big 
improvements on the old style.

The bridge system of the city can be looked 
upon as one of the fixtures; but forall that 
will each year become more and more of a 
nuisance. As the West. and North Sides are 
growing very fast, a.arger number of people 
coming to the South Side to trarsact business 
will be ipconvenienced by regularly catch- 
ing a bridge at some time during the day.

THE SONG OF THE SHIRT. 


A TRIP THROUGH ONE OF THE BIG 
LAUNDRIES OF CHICAGO. 


How the Clothes of the Citizens Are 


complish It—Curious Machinery Which 
Does the Work of Hundreds of Men 
and Women—Facts and Figures of an 
Interesting Nature. 

The old, old saw about its being a pretty mean 
sort of a breeze that doesn't make somebody 
or other feel better for a whiff of it finds no 
more perfect an exemplification than in the 


ease of the laundryman. When the mercury 


sports about in the seventies he 1 content; 
when it spurts into the eighties he is joyous; 
when it soars into the nineties he is exuberant, 
The waves of stifling ether, undiluted by tre 
vestige of a breeze, that bring perspiratory 
tears to every pore of the average citizen's 
hide find bim calm, cool, and smiling; be- 
eause, to speak vulgarly but expressively, he 
knows he bas the cinch” on each of bis 


neighbors who has a shirt to wash. 
By a careful. process of mathematical 
calculation it is ascertained that 4 citizen 
weighing upwards of 200 pounas who wears 
one shirt a week in January soils three in the 
same time m July. And it may be stated as 
well here as anywhere else that to this esti- 
mate, which ot course the laundryman bas 
long ago familiarized himself with, may be 
traced the pourquoi of the beautiful urbanity 
ewith which men iike Senator Tommy Cloonan 
are received in laundry offices in midsumwmer. 

The city census unfortunately takes no cog- 
nizance of Chicago’s fat men as a representa- 
tive body, cousequently an accurate estimate 
of the amount of money squandered by them 
in a summer's laundry bills cannot easily be 
arrived at. But when it is considered that the 
city contains certainly not less than 180,000 
males possessing at least one shirt that needs 
purification at least three times in a month, 
and that this patronage is divided among 
something like 320 laundries—the Chinese don’t 
count; there are 200 of them, but drawing 
their income from hackmen, butchers, Alder- 
men, and such people, as they do, they are un- 
worthy of consideration—some excuse for the 
laundryman’s jealous watch of the thermom- 
eter can readily be found by charitable people. 

A tour tbrougb the interior of a big laundry 
a bot August afternoon is at once instructive 
and exasperating—iustructive, because the 
sight of busy people is always 80; exasperat- 


angry tosee one man thriving on what bas 
caused misery toso many. The first impres- 
sion — by a TRIBUNE reporter on 
entering the outer room of a big Wabash av- 
enue laundry the other day was not one the 
boly of holies of the Sultan’s seraglio would 
have created. One had not to bunt very far 
to discover the reason therefor, either. 
symmetrical semi-circie were piled ou upon 
the otherinnumerabie bundles of every imag- 
inabie size, material, and color. Dozens of infint- 
tesimal newspaper-wrapped packages lay side 
by side with or wedged in between the great 
bulky concerns, swathed in canvas or linen 
sheeting that contained the property of a big 
bouseboid, restaurant, or hotel. The hue of 
each bundle was toa certain extent an index 
of the percentage exercised by its contents in 
the formation of the anti-attar-of-roses atmos- 
phere above referred to. Three sides of the 
room were lined with long tables at which 
some halt dozen muscuiar girls were hard at 
work untying bundies. It was the duty of 
these girls, the proprietor informed the report- 
er, to * classify the garments, pile them into 
separate heaps of shirts, collars, handker- 
chiefs, teble-cioths, etc. A distinction be said 
was also made between reasonabiy ciean and 
vers dirty materials, the process of cieansing 
to which the former was subjected not being 
50 severe. 

Passing through this room the laundry prop- 
er was entered. Of these the two rows of 
great washing-macbines constituted the chief 
feature. The modern steam washing-macbine 
is acurious and ingenious contrivance. It 
consists. of a circular wooden box, set on an 
axle and lined on the inside wKb a thin coating 
of metal; inside this circular’ bdx is fitted an- 
other bollow roller, of thin perforated copper, 
which, when full of clothes, revolves close to 
the outer sbell. The water, which is at boil- 
ing heat, is caught from the botgom of the 
wooden shell, and by a system of beits sheil 
and interior are kept revolving in opposit d. 
rections, the friction brought about by the 
revclution being all that the material under 
process of cleaning receives. A couple of 
dozen of these machines, containing, the laun- 
dryman said, seventy-five shirts or a corre 
sponding load of other garments apiece, were 
at work as the inspection was made. 

From five to twenty minutes is required to 
thoroughly cleanse a machine load of clothes. 
On being taken out they are ‘carried over to 
the steam wringer, another wonderful piece of 
mechanism which the reporter proceeded to 
inspect. The modern wringer is a perforated 
copper basket xe on the topof an upright 
metal poie from four to five ieet high. The 
girl who presided over this particular machine 
flung ber load of dripping shirts into the bas- 
ket, and by touchm a lever sent the basket- 
load whirling round at the rate, the visitor 
was informed, of 1 200 revolutions per minute. 
Fifty shirts were wrung as dry as dust in three 
minutes, or 3,600 revolutions, and had no soon- 
er escaped from the basket than another girl 
came up With a fresh double armful, which 
underwent the same lightning process. The 
whirling of the machine made a drowsy, bee- 
like hum, and created a feeling of dizziness in 
the ordinary onlooker, but the giris didn’t 
seem to mind it, and allowed their alabaster 
arms to come within the sixteenth of an inch 
of the fying surface, that would have made 
sorry-looking members of them bad they been 
permitted to touch it. 

After being wrung such of the clothes as 
required starching were hurried. over to the 
machines and girls waiting to do them that 
service. starcumg-machine is a big obloag 
wooden box, lined like the washing machine 
with thin metal, and bung exteriorly on cor- 
responding pivots. The motion thus imparted 
when the box is revolving is jerky enough to 
effectua’ s serve the starching purpose. Half 
a dozen more giris, all active arid healthy louk- 
ing, and wonderfully clean, were busy receiv- 
img the goods from the starching machines and 
preparing them for ironing. Lower down the 
long room was a row of mammoth ironing ma- 
ehbines, run by steam power, and through 


els, tablecloths, and the like class of goods 
were,siippimg at an astonishing rate, each 
machine being presided over by two 
gitis. These young persons’ bodily welfare 
appeared to be in peril equally as imminent 
as that, to unaccustomed eyes momentarily 
threatening their sisters at the wringing ma- 
chines over ia the far corner, their finger-tips 
going to the very jaws of the hungry rollers 
and being snatched away just in time to es- 
cape instant and utter demolition. 

An upper floor the reporter tound about ex- 
clusively devoted to the finishing of shirts, 
collars, and cuffs. At the farther extremity 
was the drying-room, a small apartment kept 
at a temperature of something like 125°. From 
the door of this room there presently emerged 
still another muscular woman carrying on her 
bead a large basket full of sbirte. 
placed in a heap on a table. and proceéded to 
sprinkle them plentifully from a rubber 
tube with a preforated spout. She 
then piled the garments in a heap, with the 
wristbands laid well over the bosoms so as to 
enable them to retain a fair share of the moist- 
ure; then she laid the pile in a press, which 
was presently screwed tightly down, and the 
heap leit there. The process of ironing, when 
ready,was conducted on something like tne same 
scale as bad been that of the sheets, etc., down- 
stairs, so for as the bosoms and wristbands 
were concerned. When they were satisfactorily 
smooth and stiff the garments were taken over 
to a row of tables a little to one side, where a 
number of workpeople of both sexes were kept 
busy finishing the bodies with ordinary house- 
hold flatirons. - 

The separate collars and cuffs were being 
finished at small machines by girls, who sent 
the shining articles rustling into the baskets at 
their feet with an ease and celerity that spoke 
of long practice. A meek-faced little woman 
was busy at aittie table near by attending to 
such articles of apparei as had received slight 
biemish in the process of cleansmg. 
she was unabie to get the spots and stains off 
by coaxings and rubbings with a tiny rag 
dipped in some sort of chemical solution, she 
threw aside with a sniff of disdain for some- 
body to take away and wash over again, and 
those she was able to make appear presentabie 
went into the general pile. 

One often bears expression given to wonder 
that laundry people are able to exercise such 
accuracy in the safe delivery of their property 
to so many different customers. The mutter 
is very simple. Every package that comes in 
is sure to have the owner's name on at least 
one of the garments it contains; if it doesn’t 
there's the wrapper to go by. Every articie, 
therefore, is plainly marked with the owner's

In the course of a subsequent chat about bis 
business the laundryman said it was bardly 
safe to take the estimate of the city directory on 
the number of laundries supported by Chicago, 
as there were innumerable ladies of culture, 
out Blue Island avenue way especiaily, who 
were of tne opinion that the weekly cleansing 
of one or two neighbors’ shirts entitled mem 
to stick a shingle bearing the legend “ laun- 
dry” in theix front parlor windows. He 
thought 2,500 to 8,000 was a moderate estimate 
of the number of people subsisting by in- 
dustry in the city, and that the number would 
of course inerdéase with the population, With 
regard to the quality of workmansbip be stated 
that the pale yellowish tinge so often noticed 
on the work performed by some laundries was 
due to the ignorant use of chloride of 
lime and other chemicals. As to re 
forms and improvements he 
that the introduction of

minishing the manuai labor required 400 per 
cent the machinery, he said, had made it pos- 
sible to carry on business in less than half the 
room required when everything was done by 
band.

CUTHBER?’S REMINISCENCES, 


The Crack Left-Fielder Reviews the Prom- 
inent Players of His Day. * 

There are not so many accidents in the base- 
ball line nowadays, said the veteran Cuthbert 
to a Boston Herald man the other day. as 
there used to be when I played ball.

The 
pitoher sent me one of the prettiest balls im- 
aginable, and I met it fair and square. The 
ball few from the bat like a shot and went 
straight at the piteber’s head. He tried to 
duck, but only succeeded in getting his face 
out of the way. The ball hit him square on 
the topkaot, bounded fully fifty feet in the 
air, and was caught on the fiy by the first 
baseman. Of course the umpire decided me 
out. . 

When I played with the Chicago White 
Stockings, now fifteei years ago, Pinkbam, a 
left-handed player, was dome the pitching for 
our side. I remember a game that we played 
in which the Olympi of Washington were 
our opponents. Ed Mils was their first base- 
man. He was the tallest, broadest, and stout- 
est player then in the profession. He stood 
six feet six inches in his stockings and he 
weighed 240 pounds. There was no fat about 
him, and while his body was as bard 
as a rock he was as strong as an ox. In those 
days a player could use any sized club that he 
liked, and Mills, not to be behind the times, 
carried a club with him that was as long as a 
lamp-post and just as thick around. I have 
forgotten who was the umpire, but I know 
that Mills always called fora very low ball. 
Pinkbam shot one in at the right hight. It 
was an out curve, and Mills landed upon the 
sphere with all his might. It went at Pinkham 
like a flash and it seemed to hit him right on 
the head. He fell to the ground and for a 
moment we all thought that he was killed. A 
second later he was on his feet again expiain- 
ing to us that when Milis bit the ball at bim he 
bad thrown up bis left hand and the sphere 
had hit him on the palm. thus saving him from 
what would have certainly been instant death. 

When the Chicago White Stockings were 
playing the Cincinnati Reds, the famous team 
of 1869, Moverle, one of the beaviest hitters of 
the White Stocking team, bit a ball with all bis 
might at George Wright, The latter put up 
bis hand and caught the ball. but tae force of 
it threw his bands back to his torehead, and 
actually knocked him off his feet. 

When Dan Brouthers first began to play 
ball, there was lots of talk of his baving killed 
a man in a game. The story was that Brouth- 
ers, while trying to make a home run, ran into 
the catcher, who was covering home plate, 
with terrific speed, struck ulm with bis fists 
square on the top of the bead, fractured his 
skull, and killed bim instantly. 1 don't know 
how much truth there is in this story, but I 
bave beard it repeated again and again by 
players who clainied to know that it was a fact. 

i remember an accident that befell Jack 
Daily at Washington Park, Brookiyn, some 
couple ef years ago. He was standing close 
bebind the bat, when a foui tip struck bim 
square on the side of the face, breaking his 
jaw and knocking out his teeth. 3 

Can Itell you about any accidents on the 
field? Weil, lshouid say so. I know. perbaps, 
of a thousand, but I can oniy recail a few just 
now. Perhaps you are unaware that Gillespie, 
the left-Helder of the New York nine, carries a 
silver piate on the top of his head as big as a 
half-doliar piece. Several years ago, when be 
and Cassidy were members of the fumous Troy 
team, the latter pla) ed a game against the oid 
Metropolitans at the Poio Grounds. Cassidy 
was playing at centre and Gillespie at left, and 
when one of the dome batters sent the bail 
hien into the air between the left and centre 
both players started after it with lightning 
speed. The warning cry from the captain 
came too late, and the players collided. Both 
were knocked senseless. Cassidy soon recoy- 
ered trom his injuries, but it was a loog time 
before Gillespie was again able to play ball. 

When I commenced playmg bail there was 
no such thing as a catcber’s mask. Doug. Al- 
tison, Fergie Malone, Craver, Charile Milis, and 
Mart King were the great catchersof those 
days. Allison's face was battered all out of 
shape. Time and again had he received a foul 
tip on the torehead, on the nose, on the face, 
on the cheek bones, on the neck, and on all 
other parts of his body. Craver was kuowu as 
the patentee of the foultip. He would stand 
so close to the bat that often he would catch 
the ball before the player got a chance to rap 
it. Neither he nor Allison wore gloves when 
they commenced work, but if their hands grew 
sore, they would gradually cover them with a 
light kid glove, yet I never saw them wear 
anything stronger in the matter of hand cover- 
ing than that. Craver’s face was nearly as 
tough a one as Allison’s, and he looked like a 
prize-figbter who had been through many a 
good ght. Mart King was a broad-shouidered, 
stalwart fellow, and ne used to say, I won't 
let the ball get by me. If I can’t stop it with 
my band I'll stop it with my feet, and if I can’t 
stop it with my feet I'll stop it with my head; 
but I'll stop it.“ His hands were like twin 
hams. His fingers were ail thumbs. 

Fergie Maione was known as the prettiest 
catcher of the lot, ana the reason of this, ver- 


haps, was that he had the steadiést and prettiest - 


piteber to piteh fer bim. He and Dick Me 
Bride made a great battery. Malone stood 
nearly as close to the bat as Craver, and, like 
the latter, he caught many a foul tip. The first 
catcher | ever saw wear a mask was Pete 
Hotaling, who played against the Chicago team, 
doing the receiving for the Allegbanies. Galvin 
was his pitcher. Flint caught for the Whites, 
but was too proud to wear a mask, and, now 
that I come to think of it, Flint caught many a 
day without a mask,/and that is the reason his 
face is so battered out of shape. 

Who were the greatest flelders of the long 
ago? Why, Gedney of the Mutuals, Hatfleid, 
Egzier, Remsen, and a lot of others that I 
might call to mind, and who are all out of the 
business now. The king pitchers of the olden 
times were Zettlein of the Brookiyn Atiantics, 
McBride of the Athietics, Pinkham and Mey- 


orie of the Chicagos, Brainard of the Cincin-. 


natis, McMulien of the Haymakers, and 
Wolters of the Mutuais. Zettlein pitebed 
with fearful speed; but in those days you were 
not allowed to raise the arm above the waist, 
and so bis delivery was hit bard occasionally, 
notwithstanding its speed. Wolters pitched a 
good deal like Zettlein. He wasa tall, broad- 
shouldered fellow and nad considerable speed. 
It was he who pitched in the famous nine to 
nothing games for the Mutuals against tne 
Chicagos. Brainard’s great strength lay in 
his intelligence, he being a good man to size 
up the bateman, and having quite a lot of 
curves and a delivery that was always decep- 
He lacked the speed, however, pos- 


the pitcher of the old Haymarket team, was 
very speedy. Pinkham was a left-handed 
pitcher, and bad plenty of speed and intelli- 
gence. He was nearly always effective. The 
same might be said of Meyerie, except that 
he was richt-nanded. McBride was consid- 
ered the pitcher par excellence. Ris work 
was a combination of speed and trickery. 

I do not think professional teams nowadays 
pay as much attention to batting as they used 
to in the olden time. It is true that the bail 
now used is not us lively as that in use.then, 
and the pitching is of superior quality; but 
still it seems to me that the u are not 
as bard hitters as they used to be. And the 
reason of this is that more attention is paid in 


|} practice to fielding than to batting. When I 


was on the Chicago team we used to put in 


three or four hours each morning hitting the 
banded 


ball, facing right and left pitchers. 
Nowadays, even in the preliminary work, =

GORGEOUS FURNISHINGS, 
“ PROPERTIES” NECESSARY TO CARRY 
OUT THE EPISCOPAL RITUAL: 


That Is to Say, if the Church Be a “High” 


One—The Elegant Altar of the Finest 
White Marble and the Cross of Polished 
Brass—A Story of Bishop MclLaren’s 
Father—Candelabra, Candles, Incense, 
Altar, and Priestly Vestments. 


Tune casual on-looker at the array of scorched 


cassovuks and battered candlesticks which lay 
around in the charred and blackened guild- 
rooms of the Church of the Ascension cannot 
fail to note the prodigious amount of “ proper- 
ties,” to use a theatrical term, which are re- 
quired to carry out the fuli ritual employed 
there. The evangelical denominations can get 
along with a pulpit for the preacher to pound, 
seats for the congregation, and a water-tight 
roof over ail, and not even that if the weather 
is fine, but they bave no use for other 
objects of piety. The modern fashionable 
adjuncts of amphitheatrical auditoriums, with 
cushioned opera-chairs, stained-glass windows, 
a quartet choir, and a big organ plumped into 
the centre of vision apparently as an object of 
worship, are non-essentials and come when a 
reasonable number of the pew-bolders are 
members of the Board of Trade—open or shut 


as the case may De. 

But tt is far otherwise in the case of Roman 
Catholic or bigh Anglican churches. The As 
cension got past being High Anglican” a 
long time ago, and now lays claim to 
being just the plain Catholic." The 
first great item of expense in a Cath- 
olic church of course is the altar, and as the 
altar grows in splendor the pulpit shriveis and 
cowers into insignificance in the corner where 
the growing Catholic movement bestows it. 
Now the test of high or low churchmanship in 
this country is no longer the surpliced choir, 
but the position of the pulpit. As the 
Episcopal Church gets higher and high- 
er the altar becomes more and more 
splendid, both as to material and furnishment. 
To be perfectiy correct it must ve of stone, 
preferably of white marble, and if not wholly 
of that expensive material asiab about a foot 
square marked with five incised crosses must 
be set in the tabie of the wooden altar. A 
Bisbop must first have biessed this bit of stone 
before it can be used as a resting-place for the 
sacred vessels while holy communion is being 
celebrated. 

Almost all altars nowadays are set against 
the wall and are ornamented at least with an 
altar cross either of humble gilaed wood or of 
polished brass and studded with glass jewels. 
Nothing in the wayof brass altar crosses 
at all respectable can be procured. 
for less than $25. The Rev. Luther 
Pardee of Calvary ore founded and pol- 
ished with his own s the cross for the 
altar of that church, and a good piece of work 
it is, too, even though the clotno is noted for 
the mechanical uselesness of its wearers. The 
story is well substantiated of an Episcopal 
priest in Detroit, who, moving into his present 
rectory,;knew no better way of iaying the car- 
pet in a room where the base-burner had al- 
ready been set up than cutting a circular hole 
in the fabric the size of the zine and solemuly 
drawing it over the stove. Apropos of altar 
crosses, many of the attendants at the Cathe- 
dral of 88. Peter and Paul may not know that 
up in the garret of tne clergy-house adjoining 
is a masnificentiy-carved marble crucifix 


intended to stand In the niche in the splendid 


altar now occupied by a brass cross. It was 
given as a thank-offerinmg by two gentlemen 
while Canon Knowles was priest-in-charge. 
Shortly after its arrival, and while it was yet 
in its packing-case bebind the organ, Bishop 
McLaren's father, who was preaching a littie 
farther out Washington boulevard, stopped in 
at the Cathedral after the conclusion of nis 
own services to wait for bis distinguished son. 
Among other sights the Bishop showed his bor- 
rifiea father the marble crucifix. Ali the aged 
man's fears that hie son was going over bag 
and baggage to the Scariet Lady were ratified 
and confirmed by this graven image, and it is 
said that he earnestly bleaded that as long as he 
lived the Bishop would not set upthis ** popish 
idol to be worshiped. They say the Bishop 
promised. At any rate, the marble crucifix 
still lies undisturbed in the garret of the 
clergy- house. 

ö wags item of expense which the ad- 
vancing Episcopal Church must meet is candle- 
sticks. Tue flimsy sheet-brass articles used in 
the Roman churches will not suit ne bigh 
Anglican, and those who have ever bought 
anything in this line of goods are not surprised 
to learn that a pair of brass candelabra given 
by a wealthy Board of Trade man living on 
North State street to the Ascension Church 
cost $125. Luckily the fire which ruined. so 
much of the other things left these precious 
things alone. But this item once met is done 
for until some high festival calle for 
the purchase of additional candelabra to 
give more dignity to the altar dy a greater 
number of lights. But solid wax candies for 
ute the year rouod cost a good deal of money 
and foot up in the parish expenses very band- 
somely, unless, as at the Ascension, some one 
man agrees to furnish all used. Incense at 
$1.25 the pound aiso figures up largely, es 
pecially if the acolytes are as reckless as in 
the ill-fated Dr. Jardine’s church in Kansas 
City, where the word was: Make a bie 
smudge, Jimmy; there’s lots of ‘Prots’ in 
frout tonicht.“ 

When it comes to altar plate, patens, cbhalices, 
py xes, cibona, monstrances, and so on, there is 
practically no limit to possible expenditures, 
A parish can choose anything, from the mission 
set which unsecrews and packs up into very 
small compass, aud is the thinnest possibile 
shell-of silver with the merest biush of a goid 
wash in the inside, to the solid gold cup 
studded with garnets, turquois, and costlier 


stones until the purchaser feels that the moon 


is quite as nearly in his grasp. All these items 
are practically unknown in a Protestant con- 
gregation, where a plain water-cooler set 
auswers very well for the communion service. 
In country congregations a queensware pitcher 
and glass gobiets are not unknown, and bap- 
tisms are often performed with a common 
soup-bowl for a font, as the writer can bear 
witness, 

Where the parish cannot afford the 
marble altar before mentioned, and it 
rarely can, for $1,000 is only a fair 
price for one, the next best thing is to vest the 
wooden one with altar-cloths of rich material 
emblazoned with embroidery. Usually there 
is some lady in the parish whose time hangs 
heavy on her bands and she does the needie- 
work bergelf; but wo betide the unlucky parish 
that must buy ite altar vestments. How- 
ever, a very good ‘frontal can de 
had for $250:. By rights, there should be 
five of these—red, green, purple, white, and 
black—corresponding in color to ihe various 
ecclesiastical seasons, so that really it is a 
question whether it were not cheaper in the 
long run to buy a marble altar, which needs 
no such adernment. However, the average 
parish is satisfied with one green altar-cloch, 
which does for the twenty-three or twenty- 
four weeks of the Trinity season and the five 
or six of the Epiphany tide, and one red which 
is festal enough for other times. 

Flowers used to be exclusively a Catholic or- 
nament, but have been adopted generaily in 
Protestant churches. Many Roman churches 
are satisfied with monstrous bunches of fiy- 
specked paper flowers or artificial millinery 
producta, and few are without giass cases of 
wax imitations fashioned by the deft fingers of 
nuns. 

Not many of the advanced Episcopal 
churches in this country wear silken chasubies 
and copes yet, although the number is increas- 
ing, but almost all wear the colored stoles 
handsomely embroidered and often set with 
pearis aud small stones. The once universal 
biack scarf is rapidiy disappearing, and when 
the Western Theological Seminary was form- 
ally opened the Bishop quietly moved among 
the few elder diocesan clergy who wore the 
sombre-hued sym boi of priestiy rank. and its re- 
moval invariably followed tae whispered words 
which he uttered. A-London firm supplies 


a set of stoles in all colors for something like 


A. but a decent stole rarely can be had for 
less than $15, and, as usual, may be as costiy 
as the purse can buy. Colored vestments like 
the chasuble and cope are generally made of 
silk, satin, or velvet, but are occasionally of 
merino or like stuff. Nearly ali of the baker's 
dozen of wretched, bedrabbied, smoky rags now 
drying in the guild-rooms’ of the Ascension, 
which once were bandsqme vestments on 
which gold threads and silken fliaments piot- 
ured the mysteries of the Christian faith, cost 
between $200 and $300.

New York, Aug. 7.—(Special,)—There can 
no longer be any doubt that the leading sum- 
mer-resorts of the country have finally reached 
their hopes for prosperity.

FIGHTING WITH BROADSWORDS. 


The Contest Between Ross and Walsh at 
the Scottish Games at the Base-Ball Park 
-The Latter Knocked Senseless by a 
Sword Blow on the Side of His Head— 
The Other Amusements. 

The first annual Scottish games and Amer- 
ican sports under the auspices of Olan Gordon, 
No. 18, Order of the Scottish Clans, took piace 
yesterday afternoon at the Chicago Base-Ball 
Park. At noon a procession, headed by a de- 
tachment of police, and comprisimg the Chi- 
cago American Bana, twenty fifers, and fifty 
Highlanders in full national costume, and sev- 
eral bundred members of the various Scottish 
societies, with tartan plaids and Giengarry 
bonnets, left the Exposition Buildmg and 
marched, under the leadership of Chief A. 
Gordon Murray and Manager A. G. Hodge, to 
the ball park. The bright, genial day and the 
attractiveness of the program drew to the tour- 
nament a gathering of at least 4,000 persons. 
There was but little im the spectators’ dress to 
indicate the nationality of the wearers, but the 
**praid Scottisu tongue was to be heard on 
all sides. Perbaps the most picturesque and 
ideal representative of Auld Scotiand”’ on 
the ground was the buriy, brawny, bearded J. 
H. Hodge of Toronto, whose whole contour 
and makeup were suggestive of a genuine 
Highland ‘‘cateran."" Another interestmg 
picture was old Martin Durward of Milwaukee, 
whose snowy beard and grizzied locks stood 
out in strong relief against the bright-checked 
tartan with which the aged Gael was faultiesly 
adorned. 

The proceedings opened witb a foursome 
reel danced by full-dressed Highlanders to the 
sbrill and inspiring skiri of the bagpipe 
which set every one’s heels in motion, Duncan 
C. Rose received loud applause for throwing 
the nummer 100 feet 8 inches, but the enthu- 
siasm then evoked was as nothing compared 
to that which arose when Peter Foley, 
the well-known Chicago policeman, tried issues 
with Ross and others in throwing the 56-pound 
weight. Lieut. Shea, Capt. Ward, and a host 
of other admirmg police triends were perfectly 
wild with enthusiasm when Peter threw the 
ponderous ball twenty-eight feet. five inches, 
thus beating by over a foot his own, and, it is 
claimed, any other known record. 

The part of the program, however, for which 
the immense gathering waited with il!-disguised 
impatience, was the mounted broadsword com- 
bat betwen Duncan G. Ross and Sergt. Walsh. 
About 6 p. m. Col, Monstery, who acted as 
referee, introduced the contesting kniguts to 
the assemblage. Ross, who is somewhat taller 
and considerably more muscular than Walsh, 
sat high on his brown charger, while Walsh 
sat with legs extended in 
lation British cavalry fashion on 4 
rather smaller, but apparently much better 
trained black horse.
